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Puno: Environment key to human rights

PROTECTING THE ENVIRONMENT IS 
а vital component of upholding funda- 
mental human rights to life, health and 
well-being, according to Supreme Court. 
Chief Justice Reynato Puno. 

Puno also noted that the ill effects 
of climate change affect developing 
countries that are dependent on cli 
mate-sensitive industries like agricul- 
ture and fishing. 

"Happily, it is now beyond argu- 
ment that environmental protection. 
is indispensable to support and sus- 
tain some of the most fundamental of 
human rights, such as the rights to 
life, to health and'to wellbeing," 


Puno told a gathering of justices from 
neighboring countries at the start of 
the Asian Justices Forum on the Envi- 
ronment at the Edsa Shangri-La Ho- 
tel 

The forum aims to promote region- 
al cooperation in protecting the envi- 
ronment. 

According to the Chief Justice, the 
problems of environmental havoc has 
been recognized as early as two 
decades ago, and yet these still persist 
up to now despite the enactment of 
laws to arrest these. 

“Looking back, concerns for a 
healthy environment have resulted 
in the enactment of a plethora of re- 
medial legislations and international 


covenants throughout the world. 
Unfortunately, they have not put a 
brake to the bothersome decline of 
the environment,” he said. “Today, 
thé warning bells on the catastrophe 
climate change will bring to 
mankind keep on ringing and ring- 
ing loud and clear." 

The Chief Justice said it is this 
growing prejudice to the most vulner- 
able, the people from the poorest 
countries, that gave rise to the envi- 
ronmental justice movement.

THE ELECTION RETURNS FOR WHICH MAGUIN-

The tallies of the ERs would 
help determine who between De 
Lima's client, Genuine Opposition 
Candidate Aquilino “Koko” Pi- 
mentel Ш, and Team Unity’s Juan 
Miguel Zubiri would be pro- 
claimed the 12th winning senator. 

The canvassing of the ERs is set 
for8 a.m. today. 

The ERs were in brown en- 
velopes placed inside ballot boxes 
which were in а sealed metal case. 


Unwanted ERs 

On June 29, the board of election 
inspectors (ВЕБ) of Pagalungan 
chained the metal case to the gate of 
the town's police headquarters after 
the Comelec did not seem interested 
їптешейл the election documents, 
Zandra Bai Adil, ап independent 
candidate for councilor in Pagalun- 
gan, told reporters 

‘Adil said that after the elections 
and with the ERs sill not canvassed, 
the BEIs brought them to the Pagalun- 
зап session hall for safekeeping. 

She said the BEIs tried to turn 
the ERs over to the Comelec 
provincial office in Shariff Aguak 
which would not take them. 

Finally, last week, upon orders 
of the Comelec en banc, Comelec 
regional director Michael Abbas 
жаз dispatched to Pagalungan to 
retrieve the ERs. 

Only the ERs from four of Pa- 
galungan’s 12 barangays had 
been canvassed so far and the re- 
sults were used to proclaim the 
winning local candidates. 

Adil said the proclamations 
were questionable since the four 
barangays accounted for only 
some 2,000 votes, a small portion 
of Pagalungan’s more than 
10,000 total registered voters. 

Adil said the BEIs from the eight 
other barangays had asked but 


failed to get Pagalungan election 
officer Elisa Gasmin to "please re 
ceive” the uncanvassed ERs. 

Gasmin was reported missing 
after the proclamation of local 
candidates. 

Before Dimasidsing was murdered 
Pagalungaris ВЕБ were allegedly bes 
ing forced to sign a petition stating, 
that there were no poll irregularities in! 
the town during the elections. 

Dimasidsing refused to sign: 
the petition and fled to Pikit for 
his safety. He was gunned down:

Nueva Vizcaya Rep. Carlos Padilla said 
the 13th Congress, that is, the House and 
the Senate together, had been spending 
P149 million to enact just one bill into law. 

Padilla told a media forum yesterday 
that the 13th Congress had a budget of 
P12.5 billion during its three-year term. 

In that span, it managed to enact fewer 
thana hundred measures, or 83 to be exact, 
he said, in explaining how he arrived at the 
cost of tuming out a law. 

On the other hand, the 8th Congress, the 
first after the lifting of martial law, had a 
budget of only P4.4 billion, or only about 
one-third of the budget for the last 
Congress. But it managed to pass close to a. 
thousand laws, Padilla said. 

“Ies going to get more expensive to enact 
a law these days if there will be no reform 
Gn Congress), Padilla said. 

He said lawmakers in the 8th Congress 
filed around 35,000 bills as against only 
around 6,000 in the last Congress. 

Additionally, he pointed out, the 9th

Congress enacted 534 laws, the 10th 
Congress 573, the 11th Congress 415, and 
the I2th Congress 173. 

“So there is an actual decrease in the vol- 
ume of bills enacted into law from the 8th 
Congress up to the 13th Congress.

Customs 
to review 
Pacman's 
tax on SUV

THE BUREAU OF CUSTOMS YESTERDAY 
was looking into whether boxing champion 
Manny Pacquiao could have underpaid the 
duties for a luxury sport utility vehicle (SUV) 
that he imported from the United States after 
a match in Las Vegas last year. 

Customs Commissioner Napoleon Morales 
said the bureau was reviewing the documents 
of all luxury vehicles imported in the last three 
years, including those submitted by Pacquiao, 
to check for possible undervaluation and to 
correct underpayments made by importers. 

“I don't think there will be any problem if 
we ask Manny to pay additional taxes should 
ме find deficiencies in his payment,” Morales 
told reporters. 

He said Pacquiao might not even be direct. 
ly blamed for possibly being remiss in paying 
the duties and taxes as all import entries are 
often processed through a broker under stan- 
dard customs procedures. 

“I do not think he will deliberately try to 
cheat the government as he is very well off” 
he said. "But still, urge him to come forward 
ifhe is aware of an error and offer to settle the 
difference.” 

Morales also did not rule out the possibility that 
Pacquiao might have obtained a discount for the 
car where its actual retail value was used as basis 
for computing the importation тах. 

"We will still have to check, because some- 
times, if the importer gets а discount in the trans- 
action value, we cannot impose the test value we 
have on record, we have to abide by the discount- 
ей price,” Morales said. "We will have to see ifthe 
difference between the transaction value and our 
‘book value is too big. Only then will we be able to 
determine if there is fraud commited.” 

Customs Post Entry Audit Group director 
Jun Ligon said Pacquiao had already told him 
ће was willing to go through the audit process 
and in fact inquired how to pay additional du- 
ties and taxes in case a discrepancy was found. 

“We are reviewing the case of Mr. Pacquiao 
and if indeed there is undervaluation, we will 
act on it,” he said, 

Pacquiao imported the car a Porsche 
Cayenne Turbo, after his celebrated fight with 
Mexican boxer Eric Morales in the US last 
year The vehicle, which cost $93,700 
(04.872 million) at the time of purchase, re- 
portedly entered the country in July and facil 
itated by broker Benjamin Valic. 

‘Pacquiao bought the Porsche last January to re- 
place his seven-seater Lincoln Navigator which he 
bought in 2005. Pacquiao owns a Ford Expedi- 
tion, a Mitsubishi Pajero V6, a Honda CRV а Toy- 
ota pickup and a Lincoln Continental Mark M.

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Whistle-blower cleared of contempt

THE SANDIGANBAYAN HAS CLEARED TAX 
credit scam whistle-blower Felix Chingkoe of 
the contempt charge his estranged older 
brother, Faustino, filed against him last year. 

Faustino Chingkoe, the principal accused in the 
P5.3-billion tax credit scam, accused his younger 
brother of “severely criticizing” the Sandigan- 
bayan Fourth Division—where Faustino is facing 
83 counts of graft—for allowing the latter to trav- 
el to Canada and the United States in June 2006. 

Та asking the court to cite his younger 
brother for contempt, Faustino said Felix had 
accused the antigraft court of “obstruction- 
ism" and of being "arrogant" for repeatedly 
denying the prosecution's plea to keep the 
former from leaving the country. 

Such statements, Faustino argued, tended 
to create distrust and destroy public confi- 


dence in the antigraft court. 

"The Sandiganbayan, however, ruled there was 
insufficient basis to cite Felix for contempt. 

Felix was quoted in a newspaper (not the 
Iuoumnza) in July 2006 as having said that it 
was “sheer arrogance” for the Sandiganbayan 
to allow his brother to travel abroad to look 
for a school for his daughter, 

In his defense, Felix said the reporter had 
quoted him out of context and his imputation 
of arrogance was not addressed to the court, 

What he said during the interview was “itis 
sheer arrogance on the part of the petitioner 
[Faustino] to continue traveling abroad when 
there are a number of cases pending against 
him,” he explained. 

Faustino was slapped with a string of graft 
cases following an audit in the mid-1990s 
that showed that more than 10 of his compa- 
nies were allegedly responsible for defraud- 
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ing the government of P2.5 billion through 
the fraudulent use of tax credit certificates 
(TCCs), ог half of the P5.3-billion worth of 
questioned TCCs. 

A TCC serves as a company’s claim for tax 
credits, which are given to firms that import 
raw materials for processing and then export 
the finished products which are not sold in 
the Philippines. Companies trade their TCCs 
with other firms that use them to claim tax 
credits. The fraud comes in when companies 
not entitled to TCCs use them anyway. 

Felix Chingkoe is a prosecution witness 
against his brother. 

“The court is sufficiently satisfied with re- 
spondent Felix’s explanation,” read the court. 
decision. 

It said Faustino failed to present credible 
evidence to prove Felix had uttered such “of- 
fending statements.”

RP needs $16M more 
for Bicol typhoon rehab 


By Christine О. Avendano 


THE PHILIPPINES NEEDS $16 MILLION 
more in order to complete rehabilitation 
efforts in Bicol and other provinces badly 
hit by the four strong typhoons that struck 
the country late last year, according to the 
United Nations. 

Ina donors’ briefing arranged by the Philip- 
pine governmentand the UN held at the Asian 
Institute of Management in Makati City, UN 
officials said the organization was making а 
second appeal for donation six months after 
the first appeal. 

‘They said the UN system got a total com- 
mitment for assistance of $24.4 million from 
its humanitarian partners following the ap- 
peal. 

Nileema Noble, UN Resident Coordinator 
and United Nations Development Program 
resident representative, said that to date, only 
$15 million had so far been realized from the 
commitments. 

“There is still $10 million committed funds 
yetto be realized,” Noble said. 

Of the $15 million funds that were given, 
the UN used $12 million mostly in providing 
shelter and food for the homeless. Eighty per- 
cent of the funds were spent for people ad- 
versely affected in badly hit Albay, Catandu- 
anes and Camarines Sur provinces. 

She said that the visit early this week by 
President Macapagal-Arroyo in Bicol to look

at the rehabilitation efforts there "created a 
positive atmosphere” for yesterday's donors’ 
briefing. 

The four typhoons that hit the country 
from Sept. 27 to Dec. 9 last year wreaked 
havoc on the Bicol provinces of Albay, Ca- 
marines Sur and Catanduanes the "hardest" 
and resulted in the deaths of 1,158 people, 
the displacement of 300,000 people, and 
caused large-scale damage to schools and 
health facilities and racked up total losses 
estimated at P20 billion, according to Dr. 
Krishna Vatsa, coordinator at the Office of 
the UN Resident Coordinator. 

Vatsa said that the country needed $16.16 
million more to finance “residual relief needs" 
such as food, health and shelter and for “early 
recovery needs" such as livelihood programs, 
nutrition and education. 

Vatsa said 3,000 families were still liv- 
ing in evacuation and transit centers and 
that 30,000 families were in host commu- 
nities to this day. 

Tn the briefing, officials from the US em- 
bassy informed the group that US Ambas- 
sador Kristie Kenney on Wednesday commit- 
ted $5 million in assistance for Bicol rehabili- 
tation efforts.

THE GOVERNMENT SIGNALED IT WAS 
willing to allow detained Moro leader Nur 
Misuari to travel to Jeddah, Saudi Arabia to 
attend tripartite peace talks in mid-July

HE WIDENING RIFT IN THE RANKS OF THE 

I Senate opposition is deeply worrying, not only for 

those critical of the Arroyo administration but also 

for those of us who wish to see, in our lifetimes, greater 
political maturity. 

The competing bids of oppositionists Manuel Villar and 
Aquilino Pimentel Jr. for the Senate presidency threaten 

to make the rift unbridgeable. We 
EDITORIAL know whom to blame: Villar. In his 

transparent ambition to be in Mala- 
cafiang in 2010, he is ready to link arms with administra- 
tion senators—and in the process deny the opposition the 
majority status in the Senate it earned two months ago. 

Politics is addition, of course, and Villar (or Pimentel) 
cannot be faulted for trying to reach across the aisle. 
That is what politicians do. But there is more to politics 
than mere arithmetic. The higher political math takes in- 
to account the magnitude and direction of public opin- 
ion. 

Except for a few pro-administration die-hards, no one 
today seriously disputes the character of the senatorial 
race of the May 14 mid-term elections as a national refer- 
endum on the Arroyo administration. 

We have said the following time and again, but perhaps 
they bear repeating. 

First, the victory of at least seven opposition candi- 
dates- despite the administration's 12-0 strategy and its 
vaunted machinery—reveals the depth of public dissatis- 
faction with the administration. 

Second, the victory of Alan Peter Cayetano, perceived 
by many as the target of dirty tricks by Malacafiang-affili 
ated operatives, and of Antonio Trillanes IV, the Magdalo 
mutineer who ran for the Senate on a shoestring budget, 
proves the power of the public backlash. In the last two 
‘weeks of the 90-day campaign period, public perception 
of grossly unfair campaigning against the two candidates 
led to a surge of last-minute support that, in the end, 
could not be denied. 

Third, the fate of the two administration candidates 
perceived to be most independent of the President. The 
reelection of Joker Arroyo and Edgardo Angara—unlike 
senator-in-waiting Jose Miguel Zubiri, they did not need 
the obviously manipulated votes of an entire province to 
claim victory—underscores the political reality: The Pres- 
ident's endorsement in the Senate race was a drag on the 
endorsee's candidacy. 

The message of May 14, in other words, was clear. The 
electorate, with the help of election watchdog groups 
who made sure its votes would in fact be reflected in the 
count, voted for an opposition Senate. It voted to 
strengthen the Senate precisely as an institution in the 
great constitutional checks-and-balances system. It voted 
to empower the Senate, to keep an increasingly assertive 
Executive in line. 

Theopposition's victory in the mid-term elections was a 
concrete expression of that unmistakable message, 

We did not expect Villar, a direct beneficiary of that cli- 
mate of public opinion, to be the first oppositionist to ге- 


pudiate that message. (Unfortunately for the Philippine, 


democratic project, he has since been joined by other op- 
position senators, Cayetano among them, offering their 
own rationalizations.) 

Villar has apparently struck a deal with administration 
senators to back his bid for the Senate presidency. Instead 
of convincing his fellow opposition senators to achieve a 
consensus and choose a unity candidate, he has decided 
to triangulate his own colleagues by entering into an 
agreement with the administration's allies in the Senate. 
It's the “Manny coalition,” Arroyo said. 

Villar’s decision cannot be justified as, an act in the 
country's best interests, or even as an act of enlightened 
self-interest. It only has naked ambition written all over 
it. Not for the first time in his political career, Villar is per- 
ceived as transparently sacrificing principle for a political 
objective. 

Worse, his decision spits in the face of the public which 
voted, overwhelmingly, for an opposition Senate. To se- 
cure the votes of administration senators, which commit- 
tees did he promise them? Would the rout of administra- 
tion candidates last May be followed, to give only one in- 
stance, with an administration senator chairing the blue 
ribbon committee? 

Manny talks, yes, but apparently, as far as public opin- 
ion is concerned, he does not listen. 
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Why not proclaim both Pimentel and Zubiri? 


THE MORE THE LINTANG BEDOL CAPER UN- 
folds, the more it would seem to a suspicious 
mind that Bedol is another Garci assigned to 
make administration candidates win in his ter- 
ritory Maguindanao. 

It may or may not be true, but the suspicious 
will think that there is a conspiracy among 
Malacafiang, the Commission on Elections and 
Bedol. How explain the farce at the Comelec 
last Tuesday when Bedol was brought before 
the commissioners to explain why he should 
mot be held in contempt? Instead of con- 
fronting him and, as commissioners boasted, 
making him “cringe like a cornered rat,” the 
Comelec en banc merely told him to file a writ- 
ten explanation “within 10 days.” And then, af- 
ter the police used so many men and spent so 
many hours looking for him, the Comelec set 
him free. Instead of cringing like a cornered 
rat, Bedol left the Comelec offices with a smug 
ook on his face, more like the cat that swal- 
Jowed the canary. When the commissioners are 
no longer with the Comelec, they would make 
a good living as comedians. They just made the 
whole Comelec a laughingstock. 

How explain Malacafiang’s admonition not 
to draw any premature conclusion on Bedol's 
caper? It seems Bedol has a reason to be cocky. 
Не has powerful backers who have no choice 
but to protect him lest he spill the beans on 
them. 

The Comelec is also making the suspicious 
believe that it is biased for Migz Zubiri, judging 
from its behavior as the National Board of Can- 
vassers, denying due process to Koko Pimentel 
while canvassing the municipal CoCs from 
Maguindanao. Pimentel and his lawyers were 
not allowed to ask questions. After every ques- 
tion, Commissioner Nicodemus Ferrer directed 
them to "Please, sit down. Please sit down." 
Isn't this a denial of due process? 

After leading Zubiri from the very begin- 
ning, Pimentel is about to lose the Senate seat 
that was already within his grasp until the 
counting of the controversial, tainted Maguin- 
danao results that the Comelec itself had la- 
beled “statistically improbable." Doesn't Pi- 
mentel have the right to ask questions about 


Senior citizens' disco 


"THERE AINT NO SUCH THING AS A FREE 
lunch"—or free medicine, for that matter. So 
who's paying for the senior citizens’ 20-percent 
discounts in drugstores? Both the government 
and the drugstores, the Supreme Court seems 
to say. 

‘The Supreme Court has upheld the Expand- 
ed Senior Citizens’ Act, providing for discounts 
for the elderly in hotels, restaurants and drug- 
stores but allowing these businesses to recover 
the loss through tax deductions. The law is an 
example of legislation for redistributive jus- 
tice, and reminds us that even the best inten- 
tions need to be financed from somewhere. 

My own dilemma with the act, especially аз 
it pertains to medicines, is that it should have 
shifted the cost to the giant pharmaceuticals, 
rather than the retailers. The Court's reply, as 1 
see it, is: Let the market take care of itself, and 
let the retailers do battle with the pharmaceu- 
ticals. (The decision does not appear in the 
Courts website, and I am constrained to rely 
on snippets from the INQUIRER news page.) 

Several drugstore owners impugned the law 
as "confiscatory" which has a specific meaning 
їп constitutional law. There are, of course, dra- 
matic cases of brazen “takings” of private prop- 
erty. In this case, however, the claim is that they 
are being forced to sell goods at a loss, and are 
in effect coerced into subsidizing a government 
program. Their markup is 5 to 10 percent, while 
the legislated discount is 20 percent. Next, they 
claim that they cannot fully recover that loss 
through tax deductions, which would list the 
discounted amount as an expense. 

‘The Court cited the power of the state to reg- 
ulate property, since indeed the drugstores had 
invoked their property right against uncompen- 
sated takings. In constitutional law, however, 
the historic Lochner case—dealing with a law 
that protected the health of bakery workers by 
fixing maximum hours of work—cast the prob- 
Jem differently. The state, the Lochner case said, 
was regulating, not property, but contract, 
namely, the employment contract between the 
worker and his boss, and—following the laissez

the CoCs that might make him a loser? 


Whoever wins in the end, isn’t it a shame 
that Pimentel or Zubiri has to lose? Both 
young men would make good sena- 
tors—they're both talented and energetic. 
But only one of them can win; the other has 
to lose. What a waste. 

But why proclaim only one winner when 
there is room for two after the resignati 
of Alfredo Lim, now mayor of Manila? Why 
not proclaim the 12th and 13th senatorial 
candidates as retired Supreme Court Justice 
Isagani Cruz suggested in his INQUIRER col- 
umn? Isn't that а win-win solution to the 
present cliffhanger? 

‘The legalistic will say there was no vacan- 
cy during the elections, before Lim re- 
signed, so there could not have been any 
election for the 13th senator. But that is only 
a technicality. The substantial reality is that 
the 24-member Senate is left with one va- 
caney with the departure of Lim. And there 
is a legal principle that in a choice between 
technicality and substance, the latter wins. 

Sure, there is no law that says the Comelec 
‘can proclaim a 13th senator, But there is also 
no law that says it can't, After all, it was a re- 
tired Supreme Court justice that first suggest- 
ed it, so there must be some legal basis for it. 
‘And didn't the Supreme Court praise the 
Comelec for taking “greative solutions” to an 
"unusual situation"? The Supreme Court was 
referring to the decision of the Comelec to 
gather municipal CoCs in Maguindanao to 
take the place of the CoCs that Bedol lost, an 
action that is not in the Comelec rules. 

Well, isn't the present case an unusual sit 
uation, too? The Comelec is faced with CoCs 
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faire theory—the liberty of contract means that 
each was completely free to sign or not sign that 
contract. (In this case, what we have is a con- 
tract of sale between the drugstore and the se- 
nior citizen.) 

The Lochner case provoked one of the most. 
famous dissents by the great Oliver Wendell 
Holmes Jr, speaking for the workingman. 
"This case is decided upon an economic theory 
which a large part of the country does not en- 
tertain, [M]y agreement or disagreement 
[with laissez faire] has nothing to do with the 
right of a majority to embody their opinions in 
law. [A] Constitution is not intended to em- 
body a particular economic theory, whether of 
paternalism ... or f laissez faire." 

Strangely, in this case, the Court did a little 
of both the Lochner majority and the Holmes 
dissent. It echoes Holmes’ welfare state pater- 
nalism when it says that the 1987 Constitution 
empowers the state to advance the public good 
through the broad grant of "police power." It is 
not clear from the news account if the Court 
likewise cited the "eminent domain" clause, 
but itis important to maintain that distinction. 
Ifit’s police power, then the government has no. 
duty to compensate the drugstore owners. 1f 
ies eminent domain, it must pay. (The funda- 
mental basis is that in the former, the regula- 
tion is for the benefit of all and traditionally 
targets nuisances and public hazards, while 
the latter benefits specific persons.) 

In the earlier redistributive cases, namely, in 
land reform, the Court called them "revolu- 
tionary takings,” a hybrid, а little of both kinds 
of powers. It isn't clear if this was cited, or in 
what way it сал be applied here. 


whose authenticity is under question as they 
could have been manufactured since they 
surfaced more than a month after the elec- 
tion. Moreover, some teachers testified that 
no election took place in their areas and that 
they were forced by armed men to fill up 
blank CoCs with the names and votes for 
‘Team Unity candidates. Logic dictates that 
they should not be counted and a failure of 
elections be declared in Maguindanao. 

But the local candidates have already 
been proclaimed so there was no failure of 
election, Justice Cancio Garcia said that not 
counting the senatorial votes would “disen- 
franchise” Maguindanao voters. Yes, but 
counting votes for candidates they may not 
have voted for would also effectively disen- 
franchise them. And think of the injustice to 
the candidate who would lose because of 
tainted votes. 

Justice Antonio Carpio said Pimentel 
should have pushed for the counting of elec- 
tion returns. Why not? That would be better 
than counting questionable CoCs. It is much 
harder to manufacture so many election re- 
turns than two dozen CoCs. 

But the Comelec is still in a bind. Isn't that. 
an "unusual situation" that requires a "cre- 
ative solution"? And isn't proclaiming a 13th 
senatorial candidate to fill up a vacancy such 
a "creative solution”? After all, the Comelec 
is an independent body with plenary powers. 
If somebody questions it, then let the 
Supreme Court decide whether or not it did 
tight. Meanwhile, isn't that a win-win solu- 
tion that would make everybody happy?

But what 1 find rather perplexing is the 
Court's rejection of the drugstore owners’ 5 to 
10 percent markup. "It is a business decision 
{by} the petitioners to peg the markup at 5 per- 
cent. Selling the medicines below acquisition 
cost ... is merely a result of this decision." In 
other words, the drugstores were free to com- 
pete in the open market and price their 
medicines high enough to cover the legislated 
20 percent discount. Tough luck that the mar- 
ket is so competitive. (Since all drugstores аге 
covered by the same law, how can a 20 percent. 
markup be noncompetitive?) 

‘Suddenly the Court was laissez faire! Told 

that the drugstore owners are losing money, 
the Court does a Marie Antoinette and says, 
“Let them eat siopao!” The sad effect of this 
‘open invitation to jack up prices is that in order 
to maintain a sectoral benefit for the senior cit- 
izens, the drugstores will raise prices across 
the board and burden all other non-seniors 
who use the same drugs. (The best that the 
drugstores can do is to pinpoint specifically 
those drugs that are demographically specific 
to the senior citizen market.) 
* During the drafting of the Constitution, 
there were distinct camps in the drafting com- 
mission—on one hand, the activists who fa- 
vored heavy state regulation, and on the other, 
the free marketers who would allow the mar- 
ket to flourish on its own, You can detect their 
influence in mangled clauses where the Con- 
stitution tries to make both sides happy. In the 
year 2007, if there is one lesson our 20-year- 
old Constitution has taught us, it is that the 
state is the most inept agency for social justice 
and that it would have to work hand-in-hand 
with the private sector. The senior citizens! law 
isone such experiment. 

Finally, when the drugstore owners were 
planning their litigation strategy and chose to 
do battle before the Supreme Court, 1 wonder 
if they bothered to count how many of the jus- 
tices were already senior citizens.

Attending as a "golden jubi- 
larian" after coming of age in the UP of the 1950s 
is certainly a compelling milestone in my life. 

Every UP generation thinks that theirs was the 
“golden age” of innocence, exploration, discov- 
ery, understanding and a growing sense of self-as- 
surance in the halls of academe. The UP of the 
1950s was a pristine and serene environment 
that was ideal for acquiring new modes of social 
and intellectual engagement. Gone was the rou- 
tine learning by rote in high school. We were in- 
troduced to logic, analysis, interpretation, sym- 
bolism and thinking in the abstract. Our minds 
‘were open to new ideas and learning was rela- 
tively easy, thanks to the high intellectual absorp- 
tive capacity of youth. We looked forward to the 
sheer joy of learning for learning s sake. Learning 
new concepts in the classroom was enough to 
make our day. We became relatively literate at a 
young age. 

Having become a teacher generations later, 
that certainly is no longer the case with students 
who now generally treat learning as a joyless 
chore, in part due to the many distractions at- 
tending moder higher education. Part of my the- 
огу is that students these days no longer read as 
muuch and as deep as we did in those days. 

1 chose to major in English because that was 
the elite department at the time, with a 
formidable faculty and challenging snob appeal. 
Everyone dreaded Cholang Lorenzo who gave 
improbable grades like 3.2 or 3.9 in her compara- 
tive literature courses. Visiting professor Leonard 
Casper from Boston College taught us American 
literature from Melville to Hemingway. МУМ. 
Gonzalez was a very animated and engaging 
teacher in creative writing. We learned about lo- 
cal color and "verisimilitude" while reading from 
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his own short stories like “Seven Hills Away.” 


One of the most authoritative professors we ' 


һай was Consuelo Fonacier, who would physical- 
ly straighten you up while coaching you how to 
speak in public. Knowing about my interest in lit- 
erature, she suggested that I take a course taught 
by anew faculty member who was her niece. It 
turned out to be Leticia Ramos (Shahani) who 
had just arrived from Columbia. She introduced 
us to English literature. Poet Virgie Moreno edu- 
cated us on Shakespeare and crafted the first Hu- 
manities course їп the curriculum. 

Twish I could mention all my mentors because 
the reason I believe we were such good students 
was that we had such good and dedicated teach- 
ers. We were reading difficult pieces like “Be- 
owulf,” “War and Peace,” "Moby Dick,” “No Exit,” 
"Crime and Punishment” and “Ulysses.” We got 
the thrill of our young lives when William Faulkn- 
er gave a public lecture in Diliman after winning 
the Nobel Prize, His theme was about man’s not 
only enduring but prevailing, We didn't know 
about US southern oppression, but we under- 
stood. 

Life outside our English “enclave” gravitated 
to the larger campus where issues like student 
activism and academic freedom were begi 
ning to divide the Diliman constituency. Fr. 
John Delaney, godfather to the UP Student 
Catholic Action, took aim at fraternities and 
sororities whose initiation practices resulted in 
at least one fatal hazing of a neophyte. The 
frats in turn castigated Delaney for sectarian- 
ism and interfering with academic freedom. 


‘The highly articulate English professor J.D. 
Constantino, on the side of Delaney, debated 
the “Slow Death of an Institution” with Philoso- 
phy professor Armando Bonifacio. Student 
Council president Fernando Lagua and Colle- 
gian editor Homobono Adaza were to be given 
their walking papers from UP. 

Francisco Nemenzo Jr. (later to become UP 
president) was the preeminent Marxist on сат- 
pus. Jose Maria Sison and Nur Misuari were 
two years behind us. Student activism would 
peak in the 1960s. It would take issue with the 
*culturabcolonization" that socialized us in the 
1950s. 

‘We, products of UP in the 1950s, have taken 
different paths in our life careers. I have gravitat- 
ed to the more empirical world of social science, 
in particular political science, public administra- 
tion, and area studies with reference to Philip- 
pine Studies. Some have shifted to Anthropology, 
Psychology, Economics and other professional ar- 
eas. Others, of course, stuck with the basic disci- 
pline. 

But whatever we have become, the indis 
putable fact remains that our liberal arts training 
at UP in the 1950s was our "coming of age,” that 
"defining moment" in our lives, which is like a lib- 
eration of sorts because we have overcome our 
earlier bewilderment and risen to a new level of 
consciousness. In effect, therefore, this reunion is 
mot just about nostalgia and remembrance of 
things past, but a history of our own conscious- 
ness as human beings.

More on ‘improper’ wear 


A FRIEND OF MINE ONCE WROTE OF THE 
Catholic priests who ran the boys high school he 
wentto that “when bell bottoms were all the rage, 
they decreed that only narrow pants would be al- 
lowed in school; when skin-tight pants became 
popular, they issued an order that all of us would 
have to wear loose pants." 

Discerning the logic behind school rules, espe- 
cially those of Catholic schools, has always been a 
difficult task. But the task becomes even more 
formidable when it comes to making sense of 
their dress codes. In the all-giris high school I 
went to, we solved the problem of adhering to the 
fashion of Фе day—which was mini- 
skirts—when we left the school premises by the 
simple expedient of folding our waistbands until 
ош skirts were short enough. But when I went to 
college, the style trend had shifted to the “maxi,” 
skirts that nearly grazed the ground. Puzzlingly, 
school authorities likewise frowned on long 
skins, stating our uniforms should adhere to 
"regulation" length. 

Т guess when it comes to authorities and fash- 
ion the commandment seems to be: Thou shalt 
not be fashionable. 

1 don't think fashion was the issue when the 
Archdiocese of Manila, through the Liturgical 
Ministry, issued its "guidelines" on proper and im- 
proper attire during Sunday Masses and other re- 
ligious events. As the circular on the guidelines 
said, it was all about "dignity" and the “sacred- 
ness of the Eucharistic celebration." 

Or as my good friend Peachy Yamsuan, who 

heads the media relations office of the Archdio- 
cese, said in a letter: "The general principles for 
the suggestions are propriety, respect and decen- 
су” This shouldn't be taken to mean that “an at- 
tire should be dressy or pricey to be proper, re- 
spectful and decent,” she adds. 
AS Peachy tells it, the move to issue the circu- 
lar was “prompted by requests from many 
parishioners and churchgoers,” including 
“lectors and commentators, special ministers 
of Holy Communion, choir members, altar 
servers, and collectors and greeters.” 


THIS YEAR THE US EMBASSY IN MANILA CELE- 
brated its National Day a day early on July 3 
rather than the traditional Fourth of July. When 1 
asked if this was done for security reasons or 
whether they were just copying the example of 
the Philippines that now has moveable holidays, 
was given the very diplomatic and pragmatic ex- 
planation that Ambassador Kristie Kenney moved 
the celebrations so that the staff could actually 
have a day off on July 4. Ifthe party was held on. 
July 4 then the embassy staf still would have had 
to report for work and entertain guests during a 
holiday. 

In the past, when globalization had not yet in- 
terfered with food distribution, I looked forward to 
the July 4 reception for the hotdogs, com on the 
cob and ice cream that lowed behind the chancery 
ballroom facing Manila Bay. These days, the em- 
bassy has a very good caterer that serves an inter- 
national spread, and I seem to be the only one who 
is nostalgic about the flavor of a typical backyard 
‘cookout that is a taste of America. 

Оп Monday, July 4, 1898, there was a naval 
blockade of Manila. I wonder how the victorious 
George Dewey celebrated on his flagship, or 
whether there were individual celebrations in the 
other ships. There was an international fleet on 
Manila Bay waiting for developments. Japanese, 
French, British and German ships waited and 
small vessels flying our flag fitted about. 

‘There is a short turn-of-the-century film, enti- 
Чей “Aguinaldo's Navy” that you can watch and 
download from the US Library of Congress which 
maintains a page called ‘American Memory" 
When I saw this on the catalogue, I clicked on the 
link hoping to find pride in history. Well, the film 
was shot on location in the Philippines and what 
was said to be Aguinaldo's Navy was merely а 
group of fishing vessels moving about. The high- 
light ofthe scene shows a banca with a Pinoy furi- 
ously paddling at the rear. Now that was Aguinal- 
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Lay ministers, she noted, "would complain 
about people (receiving) Communion in 'im- 
proper attire...' (raising) the point that while. 
all those assisting at Mass, from the priest to 
the lay ministers, to the choir, collectors, altar 
servers, all come in special garb—white shirt 
or barong, black skirts or tailored pants, 
etc.—some Mass-goers can just come in these 
(improper) clothes.” 

‘The complaints “reached a crescendo last 
year,” Peachy recounts, “when the fashion was 
low-rise tight jeans, mini-skirts, hanging or 
mid-rib blouses, 'lingerie-like' tops, etc." 

"When the Liturgical office decided to act 
on the complaints," she adds, “it wanted to do 
во in the most sober way possible. I should 
know because I was one of those asked to give. 
creative suggestions on how to do it. We didn't. 
want to sound as if it was a code with punitive 
provisions. What we wanted was to remind, to 
encourage. Initially the plan was just to point. 
ош what is not deemed proper. But then some 
said that since we were pointing out things 
anyway, why not make suggestions on what is 
proper. Certainly the suggestions on the prop- 
ег attire are to be taken on a best effort mode, 
while those on improper (wear) should best 
be avoided, But there is certainly no sugges- 
tion or order for policing, or to disallow entry 
to the church to those in ‘improper attire." 
MY friend takes issue with the points I raised 
about the poor, and how the new guidelines on. 
“proper” and "improper" attire might further de- 
ter them from attending Sunday Mass. 

“We give the poor short shrift,” she declares, 
“as if by being poor they cannot be properly at- 
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do's Navy. In contrast, Dewey's navy was com- 
posed of metal-plated, steam-propelled ships 
‘with cannons and guns. 

When I show this film to my students, they ай 
laugh and then they understand what the balance 
of power was like in the Philippines in 1898. 
"Thats when history strikes home. 

(On the French warship was an officer who pub- 
lished his 1898 diary under the name “Lieutenant 
X" in four installments in Revue de Paris. We have. 
since uncovered his true identity as Aime Ernest 
Motsch. His diary has been rescued from the dust- 
bin of history through «n excellent English transla- 
tion by the late Marietta Enriquez-de la Haye Jous- 
selin, who went beyond mere collecting of Filipini- 
ana in Paris and made some of these obscure 
French works better known to interested Filipino 
readers, Lieutenant X gave us the sentiment of the. 
times and it is worth re-reading 109 years later if 
only to give us some historical perspective: 

“At 8 o'clock the flag is hoisted [on the Ameri- 
can ships]. It is the Independence Day anniver- 
sary of the United States. A hundred and twenty 
years ago, these people did not constitute a na- 
tion, Three hundred years before that, they were, 
literally speaking, as distant from humanity as 
our planet is from Uranus or Saturn. And here 
they are grabbing the last stronghold of Spain, 
the Spain which brought them into existence, 
What must the ghosts of Magellan, Columbus, 
Charles V and Isabela think of this situation? 

"Meanwhile, on land, it appears that the Tagals 


tired, Go to Blumentritt and Singalong and see 
how properly attired the vendors of the markets 
there are when they come to Mass, Go to Tondo. I 
think itis because the poor know why they go to 
Church, why they attend Mass. They may have 
only one shirt, or one pair of pants but they wear 
these to church on a Sunday.” 

‘The new guidelines, Peachy says, are not actu- 
ally directed at the more impoverished sector of 
the Catholic faithful. Instead, the guidelines are 
"for those who come to Mass in exercise clothes 
because they have to go to the gym after, who 
come in sports shorts because they have to go to 
play badminton after." 

Well, I don't know about that. Though the 

guidelines are supposed to be mere "suggestions" 
with no effort at policing churchgoers or throw- 
ing out violators, guess who'll be the ones intimi- 
dated by the "suggestions"? Not the neighbors 
and friends and even relatives of the parish's lay 
leaders, certainly, who would bristle at any sug- 
gestion of impropriety. Who were the faithful in 
that front-page photo of “improperly” clad Mass- 
goers? Obviously, they belonged to the lower stra- 
ta of society. Wealthier Catholics have a tendency 
to sue for libel, after all. 
IDO agree with Peachy that “in the end it is re- 
ally about the attitude and disposition,” that it 
is “not about wearing a baseball cap, but about 
the attitude of wearing a baseball cap to Mass. 
Why?" 

Which is why, as I wrote in my column, it 
shouldn't be all about whether someone bares 
her shoulders or is covered from head to toe 
while in Church. It should be about "attitude. 
and disposition,” some of which can be 
gleaned from one's outfit, true, whether one 
took the trouble to come to Church dressed in. 
one's most decent clothes. But even the young 
lass in low-rise pants and spaghetti-strapped 
top could conceivably be hearing Mass with 
the proper attitude and disposition. It is possi- 
ble she sees no malice in the way she is 
dressed, while others can only ascribe it to her, 
based on nothing but her appearance. 


are furious at the Americans and blame them for 
having dispatched black troops to the Philippines. 
‘The Tagal feels humiliated for being regarded in 
the same light as the Negro and is quite aware 
that to the Yankees there is no difference. 
Aguinaldo himself must sooner or later make а 
choice: either relieve himself of the Americans or 
submit to them. Admiral Dewey's game is well 
hidden; he will not put his cards on the table until 
the end of the month, when all advantages will be 
on his side—the 15,000 men and additional am- 
‘munition, And even then, bringing the Tagals into 
submission will not be as easy as he thinks. 

“An Englishman who knows the Filipinos well 
made the following observation: ‘America has not 
conquered the Philippines yet, and will occupy 
the country only with the help and goodwill of 
the people.’ The occupation of Manila does not 
imply that they have taken possession of the 
Philippines, in much the same way that posses- 
sion of New York would not signify possession of 
the whole American empire. It is my firm belief 
that without the consent of the natives, neither 
the United States nor any power can hope to be- 
come the master of the Philippines with less than 
200,000 men, whatever one may want to be- 
lieve... In а country like the Philippines, a soldier 
must have the agility of a mountain goat to be on 
equal footing with these natives." 

Te was recommended that an independent gov- 
ernment under US protection be established to 
solve the problem of the Philippines. No doubt 
Aguinaldo was fed this and other options. The 
rest, as the cliché goes, is history. 

‘Why didn't Aguinaldo strike when he could? 
Why did he wait till the Americans gained advan- 
tage? Going by stray accounts like this, we will 
never know. The jigsaw puzzle is not only large, 
there are many missing pieces.

became a full-fledged Professor Doktor, even as we wait for 
two more junior colleagues—Giang of Vienam and Irwan of 
Indonesia—to finish their doctoral studies. ' 

‘Away from each other, we send greetings for the many! 
holidays of our diverse cultures: the Filipino Christmas, the 
Muslim Eid Al Fitr, the Thai and Lao Songkran (New Year's , 
Day in April), We sent regrets to Pim of Mahidol for not be- 
ing able to join her wedding on a cruise down the Chao 
Phrya River. 

Then, too, we'd dash off anxious e-mails and phone calls i 
for less auspicious events: the tsunami that hit Thailand and 
Indonesia, the earthquake in Yogyakarta, Philippine ty- 
phoons, the Thai coup, the attempted Philippine coup (led 
by now Sen. Antonio Trillanes У).

Sometimes we sit and compare GNPs (Gross National 
Product), not actual figures but rough ones. One time, Giang 
of Vietnam told us about how their newspapers were always 
comparing the Vietnamese GNP with that of Singapore, and 
how many decades it would take to catch up. Other times, 
we'd compare perceived corruption ratings from Trans- 
parency International, again kidding each other, hey, has the + 
Philippines overtaken Indonesia yet? We know the rankings , 
are relative. Corruption is corruption, whatever the rank, 
and the ones who suffer most in all our countries, regardless ` 
of ranking, are the poor. 

Liberals all, we worry about the rise of fundamentalism in. 
our countries, particularly the Islamic variety in Indone 
and the Christian version in the Philippines. We share com- 
mon stories of conservatives blocking HIV/AIDS education 
campaigns, of bars being closed down only to drive sex ’ 
workers underground and beyond the reach of educators, 
We worry about how women are once again becoming se- 
questered with the same kind of “save the family” rhetoric, 
even as thousands of our women are exported as domestic 
help, caregivers, entertainers. 

In fairness, the Indonesians are impressed with what the 
Philippines has done for overseas workers. Even with all our 
problems, we do have more regulations and safety nets in 
place than the Indonesians, who entered the overseas labor 
export market much later than we did, 

‘Interestingly, the Thais are worried not about the export- 
ed labor but about the illegal migrants who stream into their 
country, mainly from Burma, and who are always vulnerable 
to abuse.

‘Tsunami and fog 

Аса recent meeting, we remembered the Asian financial 
crisis that began in Thailand in July 1997, 10 years ago. 
Dubbed as the Asian flu, the crisis began when foreign in- 
vestors lost confidence in the region and began to pull out 
their speculative investments from the stock market and 
from foreign exchange dealings. The first tremors were in 
‘Thailand and then spread like a tsunami to neighboring cap- 
italist countries: Malaysia, the Philippines, Indonesia. 

The Thais called it the tom yum crisis, referring to a soup 
made from galangal ginger, kafir lime leaves, lemon grass, 
fish sauce, chili pepper and various other condiments. The 
blend is hard to describe; hot but mildly sweet. 

Which was how the effects of the financial crisis were 
characterized. Bangkok’s infamous traffic disappeared 
overnight as millionaires found themselves laden with debt, 
trying to get rid of their luxury cars, condos and jewelry at 
rock-bottom prices, often with no takers. There were bar- 
gains to be found everywhere, including five-star hotels of- 
fering rooms for as low as $40, cheaper than our 3-star es- 
tablishments, but again there were few takers. 

‘The Philippine peso dropped from about P25 to P48 to a 
dollar within a year. Inflation and unemployment rose. If it 
had not been for remittances from overseas workers, our 
Gross National Product (GNP) would have turned negative. 

The crisis alerted us to how closely interconnected South- 
east Asian countries had become. If one country sneezed, 
we'd all come down shortly with a flu. 

А few years ago, we did have another kind of experience 
with that interconnectedness, when Indonesian smog from 
forest fires reached neighboring countries, causing local out- 
breaks of asthma and other respiratory illnesses. 

Sometimes though we shouldn't wait for actual physical : 
contagion to learn lessons. During our last consortium meet- 
ing, Darwin told me about a disaster in East Java last year, 
when a company drilling for natural gas somehow triggered 
mud flow from a nearby volcano. One village ended up cov- 
ered by six meters of mud. Some 400 hectares of farmlands 
ended up inundated. The culprit, a company called Lapindo, 
eventually promised to pay $420 million for reconstruction. 

1 thought about that mudflow recently, after reading 
about how a South Korean company was trying to set up а 
spa by tapping into Taal volcano. 

Recovery? 

‘Ten years after the tom yum crisis, Thailand has recovered 
and so have we. Back in the late 1990s, we all wailed about 
our deteriorating currencies. These days we cry about how 
the US dollar has become very weak, to the point where I've 
had Manila taxi drivers offering change in US dollars. No 
опе wants the greenback. 

‘Today my Southeast Asian barkada sees some similarities 
with 1997, when foreigners were coming in with hot money 
to play with our currencies and stocks. When they lose confi- 
dence, they can just pull out, and leave us wondering what 
hit us. One country messing up could mean the entire region 
suffering. 

1 пу to be optimistic, arguing that reforms have taken 
place in the banking system, in government regulations, but 
Tknow there's a bit of whistling in the dark there. 

Good times and bad, we're in it together, and the “club” is 
expanding. China and Vietnam, newcomers to the global 
market system, are developing almost recklessly. When Chi- 
па? stock market dipped a few months back, the New York 
Stock Exchange followed suit, and so did the Philippine 
Stock Exchange. 

One time over lunch and yes, tom yum, we talked about 
governance in the region and wondered, maybe we do live 
now in a post-State era, where we manage to survive not be- 
cause of, but in spite of our leaders. Tom yum talk, pungent 
and spicy.

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C. Luzon Army moves troops to Mindanao in war on terror 


CITY OF SAN FERNANDO—THE 
Army's 7th Infantry Division has 
repositioned four of its eight units 
in Central Luzon and Mindanao 
to fight terror threats 

‘The 73rd Reconnaissance Com- 
pany left for Jolo, Sulu, last week to 
replace the work of the 71st Recon- 
naissance Company that returned 
to its base in Fort Magsaysay in 
Nueva Ecija on Wednesday after an 
eight-month combat tour. 

"The newly deployed company 
will “address threats from terror 


groups including Muslim sepa- 
ratist groups and the New Peo- 
ples Army,” the 7th ID spokesper- 
son, Capt. Ferdinand Los Bafies, 
said in a phone interview. 

‘The 69th Infantry Battalion, which 
operates in Pampanga and Tarlac, 
has been reassigned to Aurora and 
north Nueva Ecija since last week. 

It has assumed the work of the 
48th IB, which will undergo a 45- 
day retraining in Fort Magsaysay 
starting August. 

The 69th IB has retained a 


squad in Mexico, Pampanga. The 
northwestern Pampanga areas, 
which are access points to Bataan 
and Zambales, will be jointly held 
by a company of the 70th IB com- 
prised of Citizens Armed Forces 
Geographic Unit and the police's 
provincial mobile group. 

Los Bafies said the Army was 
mot stopping its work in Aurora 
because the insurgency problem 
there remained "very critical." 

The NPA, he said, has not let up. 
їп its tactical offensives, launching 


ambushes almost every month 
against government forces. 

“The latest was on June 30 at Sitio 
Hacienda in Barangay Nonong in 
San Luis town in Aurora.

the legality of the operations of online casino 
within the Zamboanga City Special Economic 
Zone (Zamboecozone). 


‘The existence of the casino and the 
authority ofthe Zamboecozone to op- 
erate gaming facilites, or issue licens- 
es to gaming companies, were being 
questioned by the Philippine Amuse- 
mentang Gaming Corp. (Pagcor). 

Pagcor has contended that it 
has the sole authority to issue 
such licenses, being the govern- 
ments gaming regulatory body. 

In a letter dated June 27 ad- 
dressed to Pagcor chair Ephraim 
Genuino, Gonzalez sid he 
premised his earlier opinion on a 
letter of Zamboecozone chair 
Georgina Yu, which said that the 
ecozone has the power to issue li- 
enses to operate online or Interet 
gaming as provided for by Republic 
‘Act 7903, the law governing the op- 
егайоп of the Zamboecozone. 

The law says the Zamboeco- 
zone could “operate on its own, 


directly or indirectly, or through a 
subsidiary entity ог license to of- 
fer tourism-related activities, in- 
cluding games, amusements and 
recreational and sport facilities." 

But Pagcor has questioned Yu's 
use of the law, adding that unlike 
the case of the Cagayan Economic 
Zone Authority (Ceza), which has 
been clearly authorized to oper- 
ate gambling facilities such as 
casinos, Zamboecozone's charter 
did not specify that it could oper- 
ate similar facilities. 

Gonzalez also pointed out that 
the issue on Zamboecozone has 
already been settled when Mala- 
cafiang ruled that the special eco- 
nomic zone lacks the authority to 
operate or issue licenses to gam- 
bling companies. 

Gonzalez said in the same rul- 
ing, Manuel Gaite, deputy execu- 


tive secretary for legal affairs, al- 
so affirmed that Pagcor is the sole 
regulator of “all persons primari- 
ly engaged in gambling within 
the territorial jurisdiction of the 
Republic of the Philippines.” 

Gaite, he said, also ordered 
Zamboecozone to immediately 
stop any gambling activities in its 
area of jurisdiction. 

The Inquiner learned that Zam- 
boecozone defied the order. 

On April 24, Pagcor said it filed 
a petition at the Supreme Court 
in a bid to stop Zamboecozone 
from pursuing the venture. 

їп his letter, Gonzalez said that 
after reviewing the facts of the case, 
he had decided to recall his first 
opinion about Zamboecozone's au- 
thority to operate gambling, or issue 
licenses to gambling companies. 

“For one, the Office of the Pres- 
ident has already issued an opin- 
ion regarding the matter. Like all 
other acts of the President, the or- 
der here is hereby binding upon 
all offices and bureaus of the ex- 
ecutive branch, including the De- 
partment of Justice," he said. 

Gonzalez also admitted that 


the decision to recall his earlier 
opinion was because the issue is 
now with the Supreme Court. 

Yu declined to comment on 
Gonzalez's ruling and the issue 
being pursued by Pagcor. 

She instead berated the INquien. 
for what she said was negative pub- 
licity on Zamboecozone, 

Yu even asked the INQUIRER “to 
read and understand their law 
and the DOJ's opinion rather than 
giving bad publicity" 

“You should look at our law 
and read the opinion ... or better 
look for a lawyer to interpret it, 
Yu said by phone. 

Yu also said the operation of 
the online gaming facility was a 
valuable investment. 

"With so much bad publicity, 
who would ever want to come 
here and invest, in the process 
what you are doing is destroying

DOJ reverses itself, 
gives go signal for 
poachers’ prosecution 


PUERTO PRINCESA CITY—THE 
justice department has ordered 
local prosecutors to proceed with 
the filing of illegal fishing cases 
against 24 Chinese fishermen 
caught in Balabac, Palawan late 
last year, reversing an earlier de- 
cision supporting a claim made 
by the Chinese that they were 
outside Philippine territory when 
arrested by the Coast Guard. 

Provincial Prosecutor Allen 
Ross Rodriguez told the INQUIRER 
‘Thursday they received a copy of 
a resolution signed by Justice 
Secretary Raul Gonzalez on the 
case of Kwok Wai Ming, the fish- 
ing vessel of the suspects, Tues- 
day afternoon. 

Gonzalez ordered the filing of 
criminal cases against the Chi- 
nese nationals for poaching and 
the use of explosives for fishing. 

“This is an encouraging devel- 
ортеп because we were worried 
about losing this important case 
since the department secretary 
had earlier instructed us to with- 
draw the cases against the 24 Ch 
nese,” Rodriguez said. 

‘The Chinese will be now be ar- 


raigned for violation of the Fish- 
eries Code. 

The DOJ resolution was dated 
June 22 but was conveyed to the 
Palawan Prosecutors Office by 
fax only last Wednesday, said Ro- 
driguez 

In an earlier decision issued 
May 24, Gonzalez denied "with 
finality” an appeal filed by the 
Bureau of Fisheries (BFAR) on 
the dismissal of the complaint the. 
BFAR filed against the Chinese. 

BFAR provincial head Paciano B. 
Guianan said his office was already 
set to file a petition for certiorari at 
the Court of Appeals when the new 
DOJ ruling came out. 

The 24 Chinese were caught 
aboard an unregistered vessel 
near Mangsee Island, the farthest 
island of Balabac, Southern 
Palawan Oct. 21 last yeat. 

BFAR tests showed that the fish

LEGAZPI CITY—POLICE WERE 
coordinating with village offi- 
cials, junk shop owners and 
truckers in a bid to stop the theft. 
of electric wires from towers and 
lines of the National Transmis- 
sion Corp (Transco). 

Transco said the theft was 
causing outages in Albay 
province. 

Senior Supt. Herold G. Ubalde, 
Albay provincial director, said the 
spate of thefts of electric and tele- 
phone transmission lines began in 
the wake of typhoons late last year. 

A Transco press release dated 
July 4reported that 9.6 kilometers 
of wires had already been stolen 
in Tiwi while a total of 7.3 km had 
been lost to thieves in Ligao City 
and Malinao town. 

“The situation poses threats of 
power interruptions and a loss of 
government revenue," Ubalde said. 

The latest reported pilferage 
occurred last June 28, which 
caused the Bicol region's alter- 
nate source of power, the Tiwi 
Geothermal Power Plant (ТОРР), 
tobe cut off from the Luzon Grid. 

The stolen parts from that inci- 
dent alone were estimated to 
have cost Transco P68 million. 

“We suspect that the perpetra- 
tors are individuals or organized 
syndicates who have the techni 
cal knowledge to dismantle these 
facilities,” Ubalde said. 

Pilfered materials are believed 
tobe sold at junk shops. 

Tiwi chief of police Felito Big- 
tas reported that on March 13 po- 
lice arrested six suspected thieves 
who were driving a closed van 
containing 1,100 kg of aluminum 
wire believed to be stolen Transco 
cables. 

Ubalde added, however, that 
police apprehension and monitor- 
ing would not be enough to stop 
the theft, especially since they

Panlilio lawyers say fraud raps a ‘sham’

CITY OF SAN FERNANDO—CALL- 
ingasa “sham protest” the election 
case filed by losing gubernatorial 
candidate Lilia Pineda, lawyers of 
Pampanga Gov.

In the first place, he said, the 
lawyers of Pineda have not raised 
their claims of cheating before 
the board of election inspectors. 

In their 97-page reply to Pine- 
da's electoral protest, Francisco 
and lawyers Romulo Macalintal, 
Sixto Brillantes, Leila de Lima 
and Pete Quadra also filed a 
counter-protest on the ground of 
“irregularities, fraud and ram- 
pant violation of election laws, 
rules and regulations committed 
by protestant Pineda’s camp.” 

In the counter-protest, the five 
lawyers said it was Pineda, 56, 
who had engaged in “massive 


vote-buying and poll fraud.” 

Pineda had denied the allega- 
tions a week after the May 14 
elections. 

Panlilio's lawyers also contest- 
ed the legality of the change in 
the registered nickname of Pine- 
da on Election Day 

The nickname “Baby” was 
changed to “Nanay Baby.” 

“Votes with ‘Nanay’ or ‘Baby 
have been erroneously counted or 
tallied, and that Panlilio would 
have won by tens of thousands of 
votes had they been declared null," 
the lawyers said ina statement. 

In a related development, 
Judge Angelica Paras-Quiambao 
dismissed on July 2 the electoral 
protest filed by Pineda's allies 
against Mabalacat Mayor Marino 
Morales and Vice Mayor Prospero 
Lagman.

300 Cavite 
city folk 
taken ill 

by dysentery

TRECE MARTIRES CITY—MORE 
people were being brought to 
hospitals and clinics as a result of 
а dysentery outbreak in this city 
that has already taken Ш at least 
300 residents. 

А report from radio station 
dzBB said more and more people 
were complaining of stomach 
aches and were being taken for 
medical tests following the 
dysentery outbreak. 

Dr Vilma Diez, provincial 
health officer, said as of 10 a.m. 
‘Thursday, 322 residents of Baran- 
gay Cabezas were brought to dif- 
ferent hospitals after they com- 
plained of abdominal cramps, de- 
hydration and loose bowel move- 
ment 

Diez said they expected the 
number of persons afflicted with 
dysentery to increase in the next 
three days. - 

"The incubation of dysentery 
bacteria is from one day to one 
week, Since the first case was re- 
ported last Saturday, we expect to 
have more patients this coming 
weekend,” she told the INquiRER. 

Diez explained that dysentery 
is worse than diarrhea. 

She said people with dysentery 
suffer from a condition called 
tinesmus where patients excrete 
bowels laced with blood. 

"It only shows that their colon 
or intestine was damaged be- 
cause of the frequent bowel ex- 
cretion," she said. 

Vice Mayor Alvin Mojica and 
the city council on Wednesday 
approved a resolution declaring а 
dysentery outbreak in the area. 

Mojica immediately ordered 
the distribution of bottled water 
to residents 

‘The city council also started to 
give out oral rehydration formula 
and antibiotics to the patients.

He noted that from 2001 to 
2006, there were 356 victims of 
the Abu Sayyaf and 900 assassi- 
nations by the communist New 
People's Army. 

“So we hope that the HSA 
would work well to stop all these 
assassinations and these killings 
by the Abu Sayyaf,” the AFP chief 
of staff said.

"If they are not doing anything 
illegal or they are not terrorists, 
why should they be afraid?" 
Apostol asked. 

Even without the implement- 
ing rules and regulations (IRR), 
the HSA is "very detailed” to 
check against authorities. from 
crossing the line, Apostol said, 

Justice Secretary Raul Gonzalez 
said the HSA could be implement- 
ed by August or September after it 
shall have been published in а 
newspaper of general circulation 

‘The antiterror law was origi- 
nally scheduled to take effect on 
July 15, but its implementation 
‘was put off because its IRR have 
yet to be formulated and public 
discussions on its ramifications 
have yet to be conducted.

False charges 

Francisco is asking the high 
court to include in the summit 
agenda the subject of false 
charges. 

His client, Fides Lim-Ladlad, 
made the request on behalf of her 
husband Victor who, she said, 
жаз falsely accused Бу the gov- 
ernment when it charged him 
with rebellion and multiple mur- 
der along with Bayan Muna Rep.

who can and cannot be bugged 
and most certainly media cannot 
be bugged for doing their work as 
journalists, Pangilinan said. 
Pangilinan said he was confi- 
dent that the judiciary would nev- 
er allow the abuse of this power. 
"The bugging of journalists going 
about their work is illegal under 
the HSA, according to Pangilinan.

Frank Uyami, chief of the 
Pasig City police, said yesterday that 
Reyes’ body was discovered at about 
9:30 p.m. on Wednesday inside P-59 at 
the fourth floor of Valle Verde Mansion 
on Capt. Henry Javier St, Barangay 
Oranbo. 


Police said the body was discovered by 
the unit’s owner, Bernard de Venecia, al- 
so a businessman and a friend of the vic- 
tim. The incident was reported to 
lice at about 10:10 p.m., Uyami said. 

The report said the victim had a single 
gunshot wound on the neck just below 
the chin. The bullet, Uyami said, was be- 
lieved to have exited on the upper por- 
tion of the head.

Would-be US

day, killing six Canadian soldiers 
and their interpreter, while a Ger- 
man national was reported kid- 
mapped in a remote and danger- 
ousarea. 

"The explosion occurred as a con- 
voy of a dozen vehicles was retum- 
ing from a joint operation with the. 
Afghan national army, Canadian 
Brig. Gen. Tim Grant said. 

"t approximately 11 o'clock 
this morning, six Canadian sol- 
diers and one local Afghan inter- 
preter were killed when the vehi- 
Че they were driving in struck an 
improvised explosive device 
about 20 kilometers southwest of 
Kandahar city" Grant said. 

The convoy was returning after 
searching for militants їп a village. 

Most of Canada's 2,500-strong 
deployment with Nato'sIntemation- 


al Security Assistance Force is based 
in Kandahar which is at the heart of 
an insurgency by Taliban militants. 

‘There was no immediate claim 
of responsibility but the Taliban 
movement regularly carries out 
such bombings on foreign troops. 

It was one of the deadliest 
bombings of an ISAF vehicle. Six 
‘Canadian soldiers were killed їп a 
similar blast оп April 8. The 
deaths took to 105 the number of 
foreign soldiers killed їп 
Afghanistan this year most of 
them in combat. 

Germany announced mean- 
while that one of its citizens was 
considered kidnapped after being 
missing for more than a week. 

‘An Afghan governor said he 
һай been abducted in the south- 
western province of Nimroz, not 
far from where two French na- 
tionals were captured in April 
and held by Taliban. 


322 suicide bombers 


‘The deadliest Black Tiger at- 
tack occurred last Oct. 16 when 
Tigers drove a truck bomb into a 
transit point where 350 sailors 
were waiting to board buses in 
north-central Sri Lanka. At least 
116ofthem were killed. 

Sri Lanka troops and police 
stepped up their already tight se- 
curity arrangements in the run- 
up to the Black Tiger anniversary 
which comes amid an upsurge of 
fighting in the tropical island that 
began in late 2005.

He 
has even passed a background check by US 
Immigration and Customs Enforcement. 

Both the FBI and the US Citizenship and 
Immigration Services acknowledge the delays 
are a problem. About 150,000 citizenship ap- 
plications nationwide currently have a wait 
time longer than six months, said Maria Elena 
Upson, a spokesperson for the US Citizenship 
Immigration Service in Dallas. 

"Ies unacceptable, frankly, to have to wait 
this long. The agency understands that,” said 
Upson, who said the agency is trying to find 
ways to expedite the process. "But you have to 
understand that USCIS receives millions of 
applications a year. One percent gets hung up 
оп additional name checks.” 

The FBI completes about 62,000 name 
checks every week, said Trent Pedersen, a 
spokesperson with the bureau's Salt Lake Ску 
office, with close to 27,000 new requests 
coming from USCIS alone on a weekly basis. 

‘The initial name checks are done electroni- 
cally—names are entered into a database to 
see if the FBI has gathered any information on 
them in the past. 

But even information on similar names 
yield results, or “hits,” and each hit has to be 
investigated so that information can be for- 
warded on to USCIS. 

Not all the information is stored electronical- 
1у— ћете are paper files in many of the bureau's 
265 offices nationwide—and tracking down the 
reason for each hit can take months, he said. 

"The wait may get worse before it gets bet- 
ter, warns Audrey Singer, an immigration fel- 
low with the Brookings Institute. As lawmak- 
ers grapple over the best ways to ensure a se- 
‘cure nation—creating stricter laws on every- 
thing from residency green cards to passports 
to citizenship applications—agencies such as 
the FBI and Department of Homeland Securi- 
ty are bound to get more bogged down, she 
said. 

“I can see future long lines and backlogs if 
the government doesn't prepare properly for 
these changes," she said. 

‘Lawsuits are becoming more common, and 
‘would-be citizens in several states including 
Utah, California, Pennsylvania, Oklahoma 
and Idaho have sued in the hope of speeding 
up the process. AP

All 8 suspects in attacks 
are medical professionals 


LONDON-—ALL EIGHT PEOPLE 
arrested in the aftermath of two 
bungled car bombings here last 
week are from the medical pro- 
fession, a British police official 
said Tuesday, rattling a national 
health service that has long re- 
lied on foreign doctors to fill its 
understaffed hospitals. 

The seven men are physi- 
cians, according to the official, 
who spoke on condition of 
anonymity, while the lone 
woman, the wife of one, is a 
laboratory technician. Police 
are now working to unravel 
links and prior contacts within 
this far-flung expatriate medi- 
cal circle. 

For the British public, the 
prospect of highly educated pro- 
fessionals as terror suspects is a 
chilling departure from the 
home-grown Muslim terrorists, 
many with family roots in Pak- 
istan, who have been implicated 
in previous conspiracies here. 

It may also prompt a debate 
over whether Britain's health 
system should have tightened 
its regulations for hiring for 
eign doctors before last year, 
when it was possible for doc 
tors to move here and practi 
without a work permit, provid- 
ed they established their medi- 
cal credentials " 

"Clearly it will be debated," 
said Soroosh Firoozan, an Ira- 
nian-born cardiologist who 
practices near Oxford. “There 
has already been a bit of a 
move to exclude foreign doc- 
tors from training in the U.K.”

Officials would 
not say whether these arrests 
were linked to the incidents in 
London and Glasgow, in which 
gas canisters were also used. 

Yet the most unsettling news 
may have been fresh details 
about the men linked to the 
plot to detonate two car bombs 
in London's West End district 
and an attack the following 
day at the Glasgow airport, in 
which two men rammed a Jeep 
Cherokee into the terminal and 
set it ablaze. 

‘The driver of the vehicle is a 
another doctor, named Khalid 
‘Ahmed, according to an official 
with knowledge of the investi- 
gation, Video of Ahmed after 
the incident, shown on British 
television on Tuesday, ap- 
peared to show a young man. 
He was severely burned in the 
fire, and is under guard in a 
hospital near Glasgow.

The pro-Taliban mosque has been under 
siege by troops and police since Tuesday 
when fierce street battles between its hard- 
line followers and security forces left at least 
16 people dead. 

“After coming out Isaw the siege was massive 
and came to the conclusion that we should give 
up,” he told state television. “The government 
has massive resources and I realized that people 
will not be able to stay inside for long." 

Aziz appeared at the start of the interview in 
a black burga under which his grey beard was 
visible. The interviewer asked him to take off 
the veil, which he then lifted to show his face. 

Ina major coup for the government, he was 
caught late Wednesday trying to flee through 
a cordon around the mosque with several oth- 
er women while dressed in a burqa. Officials 
said he was spotted because of his pot belly 
and unusual height.

China pollution turning rivers 
into ‘sticky glue,’ says official 


BELJING—CHINESE ANGER WITH WORSEN- 
ing pollution is Fueling increasing protests, the 
nation’s top environmental official said, criti- 
cizing local governments who he said protect- 
ed factories turning rivers into "sticky glue." 

Chief of the State Environmental Protec- 
tion Administration (Sepa), Zhou Shengxian, 
said discontent with pollution "has resulted in 
a rising number of ‘mass incidents"—an offi- 
cial euphemism for riots, protests and collec- 
tive petitions—the official Xinhua news agen- 
cy reported late on Wednesday. 

Speaking to officials, Zhou did not give 
overall numbers for such acts but said Sepa 
had received 1,814 citizen petitions in the 
first five months of this year demanding an 
improved environment, an 8-percent rise on 
the same period of 2006, Xinhua reported. 

‘The govemment has been struggling to curb pol- 
lution from the factories, mines and industrial

GUATEMALA CITY—THE BLACK 
Sea resort of Sochi, boosted by 
the personal intervention of Rus- 
sian president Vladimir Putin, 
won the right to stage the 2014 
Winter Olympic Games on 
Wednesday. 

Putin came to Guatemala to ad- 
dress the International Olympic 
‘Committee session and his polished 
performance, in English, French and 
Spanish, wooed members who re- 
sponded by awarding the Games to 
Sochi by just four votes, 

Sochi gained 51 votes to upset 


favourites Pyeongchang of South 
Korea who took 47 votes in the sec- 
ond round of the ballot. 

"The third candidate, Salzburg of 
Austria had been eliminated in the 
fust round with 25 votes behind 
Pyeongchang on 36 and Sochi on 
34. 

"The Russian delegation erupted 
im elation after ЮС president 
Jacques Rogge opened the envelope 
to announce the winning bid. 

Putin, who had left the session 
before the vote to return to Moscow, 
called from his plane. "He was excit- 
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ed and he congratulated each and 
every one of us; said Russian 
deputy prime minister Alexander 
Zhuchov. 

Sochi had started the bid as out- 
siders as none of their ventes have 
yet been built. But they made up 
‘ground with a slick campaign and 
Putin's support may ultimately have 
been the final ingredient for suc- 
cess. 

Rogge had not been surprised by 
Sochis victory. "I had predicted а 
dose call and it was a close call but 
Sochi won deservedly” he added 


Pyeongchang, who lost out to 
Vancouver four years ago for the 
right to stage the 2010 Games by 
just three votes, were devastated to 
lose again.

port, а son of former Malaysian Prime Min- 
ister Mahathir Mohamad yesterday said. 

Mukhriz Mahathir, who represented his 
country in the 15th Philippine Internation- 
al Franchise Conference held at the Dusit 
Hotel Nikko in Makati City, said this was 
why Malaysia was committed to be seen 
and regarded as a “franchise-friendly na- 
tion.” 

Mukhriz, chair of the nongovernment or- 
ganization Malaysian Franchise Associa- 
tion, said in an interview that the lack of 
government support made franchising or 
any business venture a greater ordeal than 
italready was, which is why Kuala Lumpur 
had laid down from the start policies to 
promote the sector. 

‘The third son and fifth child of the for- 
mer Malaysian Premier, the 42-year-old 
Mukhriz has a bachelor's degree in busi- 
ness administration from Sophia University 
in Japan and a graduate degree in market- 
ing from Boston University in the United 
States. 

"While franchising offers less risk com- 
pared to other kinds of businesses, it is still 
а difficult struggle for the kind of en- 
trepreneurs who engaged in it—those with 
young businesses or who are first-time 
business operators,” he said. "That is why 
we have the kind of support programs that 
we have.” 

“In the Malaysian experience, the gov-

‘ernment looks at franchising as a way to in- 
crease the size of the middle class, a means 
of doing away with economic disparities,” 
he added.

BOC directed to tighten watch on ports of entry

PRESIDENT MACAPAGAL-ARROYO 
has ordered the Bureau of Customs to 
intensify its antismuggling efforts 
amid suspicions that oil imports were 
entering the country without pay- 
ment of proper duties. 

‘The President's directive followed 
reports that the BOC, the second 
biggest revenue earner for the gov- 
ernment following the Bureau of In- 
ternal Revenue, fell short of its tax 
and duty collection target of P105.3 
billion in the first semester by P13 bil- 
lion. 

Ina meeting the other day between 
Arroyo and officials from the Depart- 
ment of Finance, the BIR and the 
ВОС, the country's chief exec 
asked revenue authorities to explain 
the shortfall in revenue in the first 
half. 

According to an official from the 
DOR mother agency of the BIR and 
the BOC, customs representatives cit- 
ed the decline in imports, especially 
of oil, as one of the main reasons for 
the lower-than-programmed collec- 
tion by the BOC. 

Latest data from the National 
Statistics Office (NSO) show that 
merchandise imports fell by 1.8 per- 
cent to $4.34 billion April from a year 


ident did not buy low imports as an 
excuse for the shortfall in tax collec- 
tion. 

The President even said it was im- 
possible for imports to have dropped 
when the economy was growing го- 
bustly according to the source. 

An increase in economic activity 
normally results in an increase in de- 
mand for oil and electric power. 

Finance Secretary Margarito Teves 
said the BOC had been advised to 
tighten its monitoring of goods that 
enter through the country's ports to 
guard against smuggling activities. 

‘The BOC and the BIR are under 
pressure to find ways to shore up col- 
lection given their dismal perfor- 
mance so far. 

In a recent meeting, officials of the 
Development Budget Coordination 
Committee presented three scenarios 
of how the government's full-year fis- 
cal condition would turn out. 

‘The best scenario shows the gov- 
ernment falling short of its full-year 
target of P1.119 trillion in tax and 
nontax revenues by P25 billion. 

‘The source said the worst scenario 
showed the BIR and BOC performing 
even worse than in the first half, 
when the main revenue agencies 
were estimated to have posted a com- 
bined revenue-collection shortfall of 


lection targets for 2007. 

Of the P1.119-trillion revenue 
collection goal for the year, the BIR 
is supposed to collect P765 billion 
and the BOC contributing P228 bil 
lion. 

‘The balance is expected to come 
from other sources of revenues, such 
as privatization proceeds and divi- 
dends of the national government 
from state-owned firms. 

The revenue collection target is in 
line with the goal of reducing the 
budget deficit to only P63 billion this 
year from last year’s P64.8 billion. 

In a statement released yesterday, 
‘Teves said his office would stick to rev- 
enue and deficit-reduction targets for 
the year despite slippage in the first half. 

"The finance chief said the govem- 
ment would beef up efforts to privatize 
big-ticket items to catch up with the 
targets. State-owned assets targeted to 
be privatized this year include shares in 
San Miguel Corp., Manila Electric Co. 
and Philippine National Oil Co.-Energy 
Development Corp. 

Should the government succeed in 
selling all three, then the proceeds 
would be more than enough to com- 
pensate for the tax collection shortfall 
in the first half.

BIR, BOC shortfall in'07 should 


not exceed P60B,

"THE DEVELOPMENT BUDGET COORDINATION 
Committee (DBCC) has wamed that the com- 
bined collection shortfall of the Bureaus of Inter- 
nal Revenue and Customs this year should not go 
‘beyond P60 billion, as this would result in the de- 
terloration of the country’s tax effort 

The DBCC, an interagency body tasked 
with setting the government's economic and 
fiscal targets, said the international financial 
community had been closely monitoring the 
country's tax effort, a basis for setting credit. 
ratings and outlook. 

Ina paper submitted to President Macapa- 
gal-Arroyo, the DBCC said it was crucial for 
the country to keep its tax effort level this year 
at the same as, if not better than, last year's 
14.3 percent. A revenue collection shortfall of 
more than P60 billion would result in a de- 
cline in tax effort to a level lower than year- 
ago, the DBCC said. 

"Tax effort, a measure of the government's 
ability to collect more taxes as the economy 
grows, is the ratio between revenue collec- 
tions by the BIR and the BOC, and the coun- 
triy's gross domestic product (GDP). 

"The 14.3-percent tax effort last year was an 
improvement from only 12.7 percent in 2005. 
"This was one of the highlights of the Arroyo 
administration's fiscal achievements for 2006 
that encouraged major credit-rating firms to 
give a positive outlook on the Philippines. 

А positive outlook means the country was 
likely to get an upgrade in its credit ratings. 


says DBCC 


The country's ratings with major ratings 
agencies are all several notches below invest- 
ment grade. 

‘The ability of the government to sustain its 
fiscal gains last year, however, has been put to 
question amid the huge collection shortfalls 
by the two major revenue earners for the gov- 
ernment. 

Preliminary figures showed that the BIR 
was P40-billion short of its P373.3-billion tar- 
get for the first half, while the BOC was short 
by P13 billion from its P105.3-billion goal for 
the first six months. 

‘The BIR and the BOC's combined shortfall 
as of the first half stood at P53 billion. 

The DBCC said the BIR and the BOC 
should intensify efforts in shoring up rev- 
enue collection, including administrative 
means to plug leakages from smuggling and 
tax evasion 

‘The DBCC is composed of the Department 
of Finance (mother agency of the BIR and 
the BOC), the Department of Budget and 
Management and the National Economic 
and Development Authority, with the 
Bangko Sentral ng Pilipinas conducting an 
advisory role. 

The BIR and BOC were earlier directed to 
come up with ways to meet their full-year tar- 
gets despite the shortfall in the first half. 

‘The collection targets assigned to the BIR 
and the BOC were in line with the govern- 
ments goal of reducing the budget deficit to 
P63 billion this year from last year's P64.8 
billion.

Inmarsat president and COO Michael Butler 
told the INuinen in a phone interview that the 
products would be launched in Asia, the Middle 
East, and Africa this year.

Peza OKs rules governing agri ecozones

THE PHILIPPINE ECONOMIC ZONE 
Authority has approved the guidelines for the. 
creation of agro-industrial zones, a move 
aimed at supporting the biofuels industry, 
‘Trade Secretary Peter B. Favila said yesterday. 

Favila said locators in agro ecozones would 
be able to avail themselves of incentives pro- 
vided under the Special Economic Zone Act, 
including income tax holidays. 

“Our objective is to open the opportunities 
for farmers to increase their income and help 
them gain access to modern farming technol- 
ogy,” he explained, 

‘According to Peza director general Lilia В. De 
Lima, these ecozones would serve as locations 


for agro-industral-based enterprises and would 
promote linkages through the production of high 
value added and better-quality agricultural and 
marine products geared for the export market. 

De Lima said that to qualify as an agro eco- 
zone, а project intended for purposes other 
than biofuel production must have an area of 
at least five hectares. 

She said agro-industrial activities eligible 
for Peza registration must be involved in im- 
port-substituting commercial production and 
‘processing of agricultural crops for biofuel 
like coconut, jathropha, sugar cane, cassava, 
corn and sweet sorghum. 

Such crops need huge tracts of land of at 
least 3,000 hectares, De Lima said. 

Other qualified activities include process- 


ing or manufacturing for export of agricultur- 
а and marine products such as livestock and 
poultry, fruits and vegetables, aquaculture 
products; integrated livestock, poultry and re- 
lated projects involving primary production 
up to processing and export of final product, 
production of agricultural inputs such as 
feeds, veterinary drugs and vaccine, fertiliz- 
ers, and agri-chemicals for export; projects in- 
volving the processing of agricultural waste 
materials into commercially viable product 
for export; and biotechnology products using 
agricultural products as inputs or to be used 
asinputs for agricultural production. 

-De Lima said all applications for Peza regis- 
tration of proposed agro-ecozones must be 
endorsed by the Department of Agriculture.

SUSPECTED ARMED SYNDICATES STEAL 
transmission lines in the Bicol Region, stalling 
rehabilitation works being done by National 
‘Transmission Corp. and dashing hopes of 
speedily replacing damaged lines before the 
start ofthe typhoon season. 

“Our transmission lines are being stolen by 
lawless elements as quickly as we can replace 
them. The typhoon season is fast approaching 
and unless these criminal acts are stopped, 
the Bicol region will suffer again and again,” 
‘Transco president Arthur Aguilar said. 

‘Aguilar said Transco personnel involved in 
the restoration works were getting frustrated, 
as instead of moving on to their next repair as- 
signments, they constantly had to go back to 


line segments that had already been restored 
but were stolen. 

Community residents had reported to 
‘Transco sightings of armed men in the vicinity 
of the lines that had been stolen. 

‘The thefts usually occur in steel towers and 
transmission lines located in remote and 
mountainous areas. 

In Tiwi, Albay, some 9.6 kilometers of 
transmission lines were stolen. In the towns 
of Malinao and Ligao, a total of 7.3 kilometers 
of lines were also lost to thieves. 

"Pilferers are becoming bolder, target- 
ing even an energized line. They disregard 
the possibility that they could get electro- 
cuted or seriously injured while pilfering 
energized transmission lines,” Aguilar 
said. 


FPI wants cement tariff kept at 5% 


THE FEDERATION OF PHILIPPINE INDUS- 
tries said local industries, particularly those 
that create jobs, deserve a business climate. 
that provides level playing field for them to 
compete and grow. 

Domestic industries, said ЕРІ chair 
Meneleo Carlos Jr, felt vulnerable because of 
a recommendation by the technical unit of the 
Committee on Tariffs and Related Matters to 
reduce to zero the already low tariff on im- 
ported cement. 

“Under globalization, foreign competitors 
are supposed to be let in, to force inefficient lo- 
cal industries to shape up,” said Carlos, “But 
the government itself acknowledges that the 
local cement industry is efficient and modern.” 


"This creates uncertainties for other indus- 
tries because even their efficiency would not 
be favored by trade policy, he said. 

He preferred keeping the existing tariff at 5 
percent although this was deemed low when 
‘compared to the import tariffs in cement-pro- 
ducing Asian countries such as Malaysia (50 
percent) and Vietnam (40 percent). 

"The tariff of 5 percent is already more than. 
‘enough to encourage entry of imported cement," 
he said, "By letting imports in for free is like giv- 
ing away the Philippine market to foreigners, not 
to count the foregone tariff collections." 

Carlos reminded policymakers that they them- 
selves set this tariff rate so that imports would 
come in and challenge local manufacturers.

‘Times index both rose 0.4 percent. 

But China's main stock index tumbled 3.4 
percent, extending a two-week downtrend 
that analysts said pointed to a medium-term 
correction. 

Tokyo's Nikkei average closed up 0.3 per- 
cent, rising for a sixth session, as investors 
picked up exporters as the yen weakened 
slightly. Sony Corp. rose 2.4 percent and Hi- 
tachi Ltd. added 1.8 percent. 

"The yen’s fall has sparked some buying of 
export-related shares, particularly those with 
solid earnings prospects,” said Hiroaki Ku- 
ramochi, managing director at Bear Stearns.

Apec to discuss 
reviving Doha 


CAIRNS, AUSTRALIA—TRADE MINISTERS 
from 21 Apec nations began gathering in Aus- 
tralia yesterday for talks they hope could pro- 
vide a spark to reignite stalled efforts to liber- 
alize world trade. 

‘The Asia-Pacific Economic Cooperation fo- 
rum talks in the northern city of Cairns mark 
the first major trade ministers’ meeting to 
take place since negotiations over the liberal- 
izing global trade collapsed two weeks ago. 

Australian Trade Minister Warren Truss, 
who is chairing the meeting in the run-up to 
the Арес leaders’ summit in Sydney in 
September, said that while the ministers had a. 
broader agenda, they could provide leader- 
ship on resolving the impasse on agriculture 
and manufacturing. 

“Foremost in our discussions today will be 
ал assessment of the Doha round of negotia- 
tions and an examination of how we may be 
able to contribute constructively to that pro- 
cess,” he told the ministers. 

"If we are able to reach a degree of consen- 
sus, well that can provide some leadership,” 
he added in an interview with the Australian 
Broadcasting Corp. 

The Doha round of World Trade Organiza- 
tion (WTO) talks remain stalled over agricul- 
tural subsidies and trade tariffs 

Discussions between е so-called 
"“G4"—the European Union, United States, 
Brazil and India—collapsed last month in 
Germany. 

But analysts said any breakthrough in 
Cairns was very unlikely as the United States 
is the only G4 economy to be represented at 
the meeting 

‘Truss conceded that the failure of the G4 
talks again raised the question of whether the 
Doha round could reach a conclusion suitable 
to all 150 members of the WTO but said there 
remained a glimmer of hope on resurrecting 
the talks 

“The failure of the G4 to reach an agree- 
ment ... has certainly again raised questions 
about our capacity to conclude a successful 
deal in the short- to medium-term. 

“Shortly, its expected the agriculture and 
non-agricultural negotiating chairs will issue 
draft texts and hopefully that will create some 
sort of a basis for a new round of discussions,” 
he said, United States Trade Representative Su- 
san Schwab told the ABC that Apec, whose 
members account for 60 percent of the world’s 
gross domestic product, could play an impor- 
tant role in breathing Ме into the WTO talks. 

“If Арес is able to make a statement as a 
group then that is likely to influence the out- 
соте (of talks at the WTO) in Geneva,” she 
said. 

The ministers, who will meet informally 
‘Thursday before issuing a communique on 
Friday, will also discuss the long-term goal of 
a free trade area for the Asia Pacific, an initia- 
tive which may gain momentum if the Doha

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Franchising takes a big leap

FOURTEEN YEARS AFTER A GROUP OF 
local retailers paved the way for making fran- 
chising an institution in the Philippines, fran- 
chisers are looking at this business approach 
as an important push along what the Arroyo 
administration describes аз the road to be- 
cominga First World country 

Robert Trota, president of the Philippine. 
Franchisers Association, says the key to. this 
First World vision was “а large armada of en- 
trepreneurs rather than an army of our labor 
force staying as employees for life." 

Trota, who is also president of Ma Fran- 
chising Inc. that owns the Мах Chicken 
brand, said franchising provides the way for 
people to put up a business with capital aslow 
‘as P300,000 or even P150,000. 

"Not only that, franchising allows (neophyte) 
entrepreneurs access to business models that 
have proven track records," he said. “That is why 
we observe a 90-percent success rate among out- 
lets of franchises in the country.” 


‘Sari-sari’ store concept 

Further, Trota said this mode of business 
was all the more relevant with the continual 
migration of Filipino workers—which, while 
contributing significantly in the domestic 
‘economy, leaves deep and lasting scars in the. 
nation's psyche. 

"With franchising, OFWs are given the op- 
tion of not returning abroad and raising their 
families while growing a business," he said. 

However, Trota lamented that while more. 
and more people were now trying their hands 


in business, many were still trapped in the 
sari-sari store concept with the buy-cheap 
mentality. 

"These people remain unaware of the vast 
opportunities that doing things ‘big’ offers,” 
he added. 


Thinking small 

"While the ‘sachet economy is being 
bandied about for too long, Filipino (en- 
trepreneurs) are stunting their growth by 
thinking small,” Trota said. 

On the other hand, he warned that while 
franchising offers a bridge from small-time 
operations to the big-league, the concept has 
also been vulnerable to abuse. 

"We should all beware of fly-by-night out- 
fits and pseudo-concepts being peddled to the 
unwary,” Trota said. 

A similar group, the Association of Filipino 
Franchisers Inc. started 10 years ago with the 
belief that the key to a successful franchise 
operations was responsible franchising. 

AFFI president Ricardo Cuna said AFFI's 
activities were anchored on not leaving the 
franchisee on his own. 

Cuna said AFFI, in its thrust to help begin- 
ming franchisors, created business models 
based on successful small and medium fran- 
chising operations. 

It also crafted a template for a lean but 
mean organization, created the correspond- 
ing basic sets of systems and procedures, de- 
termined support structures, developed train- 
ing modules, adopted an effective marketing 
approach, and conducted regular educational 
seminars for the members and their staff. 


“АШ of these were intended to spare the 
franchisee all the birth and growing up pains, 
all the headaches and heartaches that nor- 
mally comes with starting up a business оп 
one's own," he said. 

At the same time, PFA sees franchising 
would grow steadily at 20 percent to 30 per- 
cent yearly, considering that when the trend 
was just starting in 1995 there were only 50 
registered franchises in the country. There are 
now 993 franchise concepts, of which about 
two thirds are home-grown. 

PFA data show that as of 2006, franchising 
accounted for 15 percent of total retail sales 
or $5 billion (about P240 billion). 

According to the book titled “A guide to 
franchising in the Philippines,” which was 
launched in yesterday's opening of PFAS 15th 
Philippine International Franchise Confer- 
ence at the Dusit Hotel Nikko in Makati City, 
franchising is expected to continue to grow 
outside the urban areas and spread to the 
provinces and small towns. 

The guide, a product of collaboration be- 
tween PFA and the Private Enterprise Acceler- 
ated Resource Linkages (Pear! 2) Project, also 
says more Filipino brands and franchise 
‘would penetrate the international market. 

“Venture capitalists would invest P1 billion at 
‘most in the sector, which would mean more cap- 
ital available for new business concepts, expan- 
sion of more stores regionally and intemational- 
Jy and high-technology operations,” it adds. 

The same goes with AFFI, many of whose 
members have gone to the different regions 
talking about franchising and enticing more 
budding entrepreneurs.

Capital gains tax 

If you are not engaged in the real estate 
business, you will not need to pay income 
tax or value-added tax on the sale of your 
house. You will, however, need to pay capi- 
tal gains tax (CGT), a tax imposed on gains 
realized by a seller from his sale or disposal 
of capital assets located in the Philippines. 

Under our Tax Code, you are always pre- 
sumed to gain from the sale of real property 
that you hold as a capital asset. This in- 
cludes your residence, which is real proper- 
ty that you do not use in your trade or busi- 
Tess. A final tax of 6 percent will therefore. 
be imposed on the gross selling price of your 
residence or its fair market value at the time 
of the sale whichever is higher and regard- 
less of whether or not you actually gained. 
from the sale. 

CGT on the sale of real propery is therefore. 
generally inescapable. Even if you sell your 
property at a loss, where your selling price is 
lower than your acquisition cost, you would 
still be presumed to have gained from the sell 
and will hus be liable to pay CGT. 


Exemption from paying CGT 

But don't pull the trigger on your tax pay- 
ment just yet. 

Our Тах Code exempts you from paying 
CGT specifically on the sale of your principal 
residence, if you use the proceeds of the sale to 
buy or build yourself a new principal residence 
within 18 months from the date of the sale. 

In such case, you will have to notify the 
BIR of your intention to avail of the tax ex- 
emption within 30 days from the date your 
property is sold. If in case you do not fully 
utilize the proceeds of the sale of your old 
residence to buy or build a new house then 
you will still have to pay CGT, but only on 
the unutilized portion of the gain presumed 
to have been realized from sale. 

For example, if you sell your condomini- 
um unit for P10 million on April 1, 2007 and 
intend to buy a house on or before Oct. 1, 
2007, you should notify the BIR of your in- 


tions of your residential upgrade SGVECo. 


tention to use the proceeds of the sale to buy 
your new house by May 1, 2007 which is 30 
days from the date you sell your condomini-

exemption from CGT. 

Ifyou actually use all P10 mil- 
lion to buy your new house by 
Oct. 1, 2007, then you wont 
have to pay CGT. f, however, you 
use only P7 million of your P10 
million proceeds to buy your new 
house, then you will be liable for CGT but 
only on the unutilized portion of the pro- 
ceeds of the sale. 

"The final tax of 6 percent will then be im- 
posed only on the P3-million difference be- 
tween the selling price of your condominium 
unit and the purchase price of your new house. 

"This exemption can be availed of once ev- 
ery 10 years. 


“Principal residence’ 

Under BIR Revenue Regulations No. 
14-00, your “Principal Residence" is your 
‘dwelling house and the land on which it is 
situated. Itis where you and the members of 
your family permanently reside. 

Is the buyer required to do anything? 

Under BIR Revenue Regulations No. 17-03, 
‘when you sell your principal residence, your 
buyer is obligated to withhold from you CGT 
‘equivalent to 6 percent of the gross selling 
price of your property or is fair market value at 
the time ofthe sale whichever is higher. 

"This will be deposited in cash or by man- 
agers check in an interest-bearing account 
with an Authorized Agent Bank (ААВ) of 
the BIR, and an Escrow Agreement will be 
executed among yourself as seller, your buy- 
ег, the concerned BIR Revenue District Offi- 
cer (RDO) and the AAB to the effect that the 
amount deposited, including its interest 
yield, will only be released to you if the RDO 
certifies that the proceeds of the sale of your 
principal residence were in fact utilized to 
buy or build a new principal residence with- 
їп 18 calendar months from date of the sale. 

The date of sale of your property refers to 
the date that the document evidencing the 
transfer of said property, i.e., deed of abso- 
lute sale, etc. was notarized.

Ап “escrow а "is an agreement to 
have an act performed after the fulfilment of a 
certain condition. In the sale of your principal resi- 
dence, the OGT withheld from you by your Buyer 
and deposited with the AAB will be released after 


Tax implications of selling your house 


the RDO certifies that the proceeds of the sale of 
your principal residence were in fact utilized to 
buy or build a new principal residence within 18 
‘calendar months from the date ofthe sale. 

What happens if you don't utilize the pro- 
ceeds of the sale to buy or build а new principal 
residence within 18 months from the sale? 

You have 30 days from the lapse of 18 
months from the sale of your old residence to 
submit documentary evidence showing that 
you have utilized the proceeds of sale or dispo- 
sition of your old principal residence to buy or 
build your new principal residence. 

If you do not submit such documents by 
the end of this period, you shall be treated as 
deficient in the payment of CGT on the sale 
of your principal residence and shall be ac- 
cordingly assessed for deficiency CGT, inclu- 
sive of penalties and 20-percent interest per 
annum computed from the 31st day after the 
date of sale of the said principal residence, 
pursuant to the provisions of the Tax Code. 

If your deficiency tax assessment be- 
comes final and executory, the deposit in es- 
crow, inclusive of its interest earnings, will 
be forfeited and applied against your defi- 
ciency CGT liability. 

If the deposit is insufficient to cover the 
entire amount assessed, then you will re- 
тап liable for the remaining balance of the 
assessment. On the other hand, any excess 
in the amount deposit in escrow will be re- 
turned to you by the AAB upon written au- 
thorization from the Commissioner or his 
duly authorized representative. 

What documents do you have to submit to 
show that you utilized the proceeds of sale or 
disposition of your old principal residence to 
buy or build a new principal residence? 

Under Revenue Regulations No. 14-00, 
уой must submit the following documents 
tothe RDO concerned: 

(a) A sworn statement that the total pro- 
ceeds from the sale or disposition of your 
old principal residence has been actually 
utilized in the acquisition or construction of 
your new principal residence; 

(b) A certified statement from your archi- 
tect ог engineer, or both, showing the cost of 
materials and labor for the construction work; 

(©) A certified copy of the building per- 
mit; and 

(8) In case your new principal address is 
acquired by purchase, a duplicate original 
copy of the Deed of Absolute Sale.

Folfox4 after surgery improves cancer survival 


FOLFOX4, AN ELOXATIN (OXALIPLATIN IN- 
jection)-based chemotherapy regimen, signif- 
icantly improved the overall survival (OS) of 
patients with surgically resected stage Ш 
colon cancer when compared to standard 
chemotherapy (5-FU/IV), according to the 
six-year survival analysis of the Mosaic study 
presented June 3 at the 43rd Annual Meeting 
of the American Society of Clinical Oncology 
(Asco) in Chicago, Illinois. 

The updated analysis of the study's primary 
endpoint (3-year disease free survival (DFS), 
including stage П and stage III patients), con 
firms the benefit of Folfox4 versus 5-FU/IV 
alone at 5 years. 

‘The Mosaic data demonstrate that stage Ш 
colon cancer patients, treated after complete 
surgical resection of the tumor with Eloxatin 
in combination with infusional 5-FU/I had a 
significant 20-percent reduction in the risk of 
dying after a median of six years than those 
treated with 5-FU/IV alone. 

“For decades, the standard of care for 
colon cancer patients has been 5-РИЛМ 
This is the first time that the addition of an- 
other agent, Eloxatin, to standard SFU/LV- 
based chemotherapy has shown a signifi- 
cant survival advantage in the adjuvant 
treatment of stage III colon cancer patients. 
We have looked forward to these results 
since we presented the primary analysis 


from this study at Asco in 2003 and subse- 
quently published it in the New England 
Journal of Medicine,” said the principal in- 
vestigator Professor Aimery de Gramont, 
Oncology department, Hospital Saint An- 
toine, Paris, France. “This is important news 
since it supports the disease-free and over- 
all survival.” 

He added Eloxatin, used in combination 
with infusional 5-FU/IX, is indicated in the 
United States and in Europe for the adjuvant 
(post-surgical) treatment of stage Ш colon 
cancer patients who have their primary tu- 
mors surgically removed. The indication is 
based on the improvement in disease-free 
survival seen in the Mosaic trial. At the time of 
the original analysis, there was no demon- 
strated benefit in overall survival after a me- 
dian follow-up of four years. Eloxatin in com- 
bination with infusional 5-FU/LV is also indi- 
cated for the treatment of advanced colorec- 
tal cancer. 

‘The Mosaic study was conducted in 148 
centers in 20 countries and supported by 
sanofi-aventis. In this multi-center trial, 2,246 
patients with stage II or stage III colon cancer 
‘whose tumor had been completely surgically 
removed randomly received 5-FU/LV or Fol- 
fox4 every two weeks for 12 cycles. The prima- 
ту endpoint evaluated how the addition of 
Eloxatin affected DFS. Final DFS, at five-year 


follow up, are consistent with earlier results. 

Results for patients with stage II disease 
did not show a significant advantage with Fol- 
бох in terms of disease-free or overall sur- 
vival. 

The most frequently reported side effect 
was neutropenia (decrease in the number of 
white blood cells) in 79 percent of patients, 
but this was severe (grade 3/4) in 41 percent 
of patients and complicated by fever or infec- 
tion in only 1.8 percent of cases. Among pa- 
tients (92 percent) experiencing peripheral 
sensory neuropathy ("tingling or numbness” 
in the fingers or toes), it was severe in 12 per- 
cent of patients, and partial or total recovery 
‘was observed in almost all cases within 18 
months following treatment. 

Colorectal cancer is а leading cause of 
death. Every year, about 1 million new cases 
of colorectal cancer are diagnosed world- 
wide. About 381,000 new cases are detected 
in Europe and 150,000 in the United States. 
‘According to the American Cancer Society, 
colorectal cancer is the third leading cause of 
cancer-related death in the States, accounting. 
for about 10 percent of all cancer deaths. 
Over a lifetime, about 1 in 18 people develop 
colorectal cancer, and more than 52,000 peo- 
ple are expected to die from it in the States 
this year.

positive force

PUBLIC RELATIONS OR PR HAS COME A 
long way in the world including here in the 
Philippines. Pioneered in this country after 
World War It by the likes of Joe Carpio and Pe- 
te Teodoro, PR has grown to become a major 
service industry. 

More companies than ever before, private 
as well as government, maintain either an in- 
ternal PR office, retain an external PR counsel 
or agency, or hire PR firms for specific short- 
term projects. 

"The number of companies offering PR or PR- 
related services has increased considerably, espe- 
cially in the last two decades. The total revenues 
ofthe industry should now be in the hundreds of 
millions and the number of people employed in 
the industry or in industries allied to it is now in 
the tens of thousands. 

‘And yet, despite all the big strides the PR 
profession has made, itis, toa large extent, an 
unknown commodity among many Filipinos. 
What is bothersome is when even top execu 
tives of large organizations themselves do not 
know what exactly PR is and what it can do 
not just for their firm but for the community 
and the country as a whole 


Important role 

This lack of knowledge and understanding 
of PR is regrettable considering the important 
role PR has assumed in the world today. The 
worldwide explosion in mass communica- 
tions, particularly in electronic media and the 
Internet, has made it possible for public opin- 
ion to be expressed and disseminated easily, 
quickly and widely. Thus, generating public 
awareness, understanding and support has 
become critical to the successful and contin- 
ued operation of any company, whether in the 
public or the private sector. 

In order to gain broad public support for its 
endeavors, an organization must be per- 
ceived as promoting not only its interest but 
the broader and greater interest of the public 
aswell. 

In recent years there have been many PR 
projects undertaken by companies that have 
succeeded not justin refurbishing their image. 
or gaining acceptance for their products or 
services but also in promoting some worthy 
causes and achieving some desirable social 
objectives. 


Read to lead 

1 just want to mention two PR projects 
which Perceptions undertook in recent years 
to illustrate this point. One was the Read to 
Lead reading advocacy campaign for Pfizer's 
Visine eye drops which Perceptions launched 
in 2002 to promote reading among Filipinos 
especially the youth. 

The other project was the Biyahe Tayo! do- 
mestic travel advocacy campaign, which was un- 
dertaken in 2003 for Pfizer's Bonamine, a 
‘medicine for motion sickness. 

‘The campaign encouraged Filipinos to travel 
in their own country by highlighting the many 
beautiful places they can go to and the fun-filled 
activities they can enjoy in these places. 

For this campaign, we produced а music 
video with the participation of 21 of the coun- 
пуз leading musical artists who waived their 
usual talent fees and did it for free. 

The campaign, particularly the music video, 
appeared to have had a strong impact on mil- 
lions of Filipinos. In more concrete terms, it re- 
sulted into a significant increase in the number 
of tourists here in the last few years.

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Integrated ‘boomerang’ marketing 


(MarketingRx continues to host Jay Conrad 
Levinson, bestselling author of the Guerrilla

WHATEVER DOES GUERRILLA MARKETING 
have in common with a boomerang? If you 
throw astick, it flies about 30 feet. Frank Don- 
nellan once threw a boomerang 377 feet, 
longer than a football field. A boomerang uses 
gravity and air resistance to aid its flight. 
Guerrilla marketing uses other weapons to 
aid its flight. Single-weapon marketing. has 
nothing to aid its flight. 

That's why one of the key factors in: market- 
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ing today is integration. Integrated marketing 
gives your campaign a life ofits own. 

Туе been reading Michael Kiely's “Market- 
ing Globe” newsletter from Australia for a few 
years now. Good stuff every time. 

recently read his “An Introduction to Inte- 
grated Marketing"—which is Aussie for guer- 


“The 
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rilla marketing, and felt it had such good 
things that you as a guerrilla should know 
them. His integrated marketing coordinates 
efforts which in many cases are already in 
place. They're just yet integrated. 


Boomerang integration 

For example, a direct mail campaign can go 
Just so far. 

But, if during that campaign, your 
prospects read articles about you in the news- 
paper, if they've invited to a special event 
you're sponsoring, if they hear you inter- 
viewed on a radio talk show, if they see your 
ads, if they read you'll be giving a talk some- 
where—thats when your direct mail cam- 
paign becomes infused with the physics of the 
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boomerang and flies much further than it 
would ordinarily. 

Your efforts have breathed life into it. 

If your TV spots are saying one thing, and 
your designer came up with print ads that say 
something else, and your telemarketing is off 
опа third tangent and your direct mail is do- 
ing its own thing—that kind of non-guerrilla 
marketing is not integrated and it will not 
work. 

"To make these well-selected weapons opera- 
tional, hey all must be pulling in the same direc- 
Чоп, saying virtually the same thing, helping to 
clarify instead of confuse the consumer. 


Accuracy 

Everything in the boomerang' flight is de- 
signed for maximum air time—and accuracy. 

The incisive Mr. Kiely tells us that 
boomerang integration is cost-efficient, fo- 
cused and comprehensive. Where possible, 
PR opportunities and fusion marketing 
should be employed. To reduce marketing 
‘costs by generating return business and refer- 
rals, amarketing database is a must. 

‘An integrated solution to a marketing prob- 
Jem begins with close inspection of yourself, 
your target audience and your marketing en- 
vironment. 

Your prospect’ state of mind, lifestyle and 
media usage are the best clues you have to 
which combination of tactics and weaponry 
will bring about maximum results. And every 
element of your mix should spring from and 
reinforce the single strategic throughout be- 
hind the campaign 

Divergent approaches baffle the prospect and 
риса drag on the thrust of your campaign. With- 
ош integration, you've got a shapeless stick do- 
ing battle for you. With it, you've got a sleek, 
‘aerodynamic flying machine. 


What happened? 

Back in the days of early advertising in the 
1920s, integrated marketing was the happen- 
ing thing. 

From Pepsodent to Palmolive, from Pepsi to 
Penney's, the guerrillas of the day integrated 
advertising with in-store signage, sampling 
with "club" type memberships, sales promo- 
tions with special incentives. Even as late as 
the 1960s, integration was a byword of mar- 
keting. 

And then, the creativity hit the fan. The cre- 
ative revolution which took hold of advertis- 
ing in the 1960s led advertising to become fas- 
cinated with itself and lose interest in the 
client’s business. Building portfolios got di- 
vorced from building sales. 

Awards proliferated, but most celebrated 
clever art and copy, not the ringing of the cash 
register. Hey, I saw it happen. I was there. 1 
was appalled. 1 saw clients force wan smiles 
on their faces as they picked up first prize 
awards for advertising while knowing that 
they lost 21 percent market share and $34.6 
million that year. 


Creativity cult 

T left advertising agencies during this reign of 
the creativity cult. The loony bin was indeed be- 
ing run by the loonies. And I was one of them—a 
creative director in a creative agency. Twilight 
Zone. So I packed up and left. 

‘The 1970s and 1980s were characterized by ad 
agencies obsessively producing ultra-expensive 
30-second TV spots, and anything not related to 
stylish, creative TV spots was seen as unworthy. 
But then, in the 1990s, three things happened to 
bring marketers to their senses: 

1. Mass media fragmented. Network TV no 
longer reigned supreme. 

2. The mass market disintegrated. The time 
was ripe for niche marketing. 

3. The economy decimated marketing bud- 
gets. Direct marketing grew. 

‘Twenty years ago, 75 percent of marketing 
budgets went into advertising. Today, 50 per- 
cent goes into trade promotions, 25 percent 
to consumer promotions, and a bit less than 
25 percent to advertising. Bye bye hip adver- 
tising. Howdy profits. 

‘The result of all this by the year 2000 has 
been the growth of the guerrilla, the execu- 
tive who brings talent and judgment to many 
marketing areas. 

These people aren't scared of marketing, 
aren't intimated by media, know how to do 
research, realize the abundance of free 
weapons, and believe fervently in operating. 
from a plan. 


Online marketing 

They're fascinated with online marketing, 
love the accountability of direct marketing, 
and are as intrigued with newsletters and cus- 
tomer follow-up as they are with TV. 

‘When they use it, they spend $1,000 to pro- 
duce the spot, not $200,000. When they run 
it, the cost is $15 in prime time, not $15,000. 

Integrated marketing is the hallmark of the 
present and future. Great news for guerrilla 
marketers, but hardly what award-lovers liv- 
ing in the past want to hear.

a new found place to stay

ORGANIZING A TRIP ENTAILS A LOT OF DILI- 
gent planning especially under a tight budget. 
It includes transportation, accommodation, 
food, and incidental expenses. Most of the 
time, the accommodation takes the biggest 
chunk out ofthe allotted budget.

Watching the Cordero show was a signifi- 
cant exercise in education, us being part of a 
generation that’s largely been deprived (by 
way of shows and the attendant media cover- 
age) of his much talked-about genius. Unlike 
his contemporary and purported rival, Inno 
Sotto, who manages to stage an annual show 
or two along with the odd project here and 
there, the mastery of Cordero has, until now, 
been an abstract concept to us, evidenced on- 
ly by the occasional group show that coaxes 
him into sending a bridal frock or two that, 
owing to his stature, always graces the finale. 
Seeing a Cordero collection in its entirety 
clarified to us what many described as his 
"impeccable tailoring,” his “keen attention to 
detail.” The huge bow, a Cordero signature, 
appeared in several of his eveningwear. A 
well-placed bow that wraps at the waist and 
ends at the back of a one-shoulder red dress 
for instance, provided just the right amount of 
drama to an otherwise simple cut. A black 
number with crisscrossing strips of fabric 
across the neckline and bodice could've 
looked convoluted in the hands of an ama 
teur, but here it worked. His satin sheaths in 
jewel shades benefited from a tiny cluster of 
beadwork here and there, which did just well 
to not distract from their immaculate fit 
Cordero made it known in interviews that 
his bread-and-butter has been the bridal mar 
ket. This time he showed about a dozen wed 
ding gowns in luscious beaded fabrics, some 
in pale pastel colors. (A veteran model, who 
was part of the show, told us the collection 
was "vintage Auggie” in that he never com

or lace the best kind there is.) 

He closed with а '50s silhouette short tulle 
dress with strips of black ribbons on the hem 
and a polka-dot sash around the waist—an 
unmistakable reference to Audrey Hepburn, 
Cordero’s fascination for the film icon is wide- 
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Straightforward 

Cordero's was a collection of straightfor- 
ward beautiful and well-made clothes, a wel- 
come break for those of us already desensi- 
tized to gimmicky shows with bad clothes. 
Here is a créateur in touch with reality: He 
makes concessions to real women, cutting not 
a few of his eveningwear not too close to the 
body—an Empire waist here, a couple of 
loosely draped numbers there. 

While he shows a bit of skin in a scooped 
back, for instance, a stole is omnipresent in his 
styling. He pays attention to his market, which 
explains why he's reportedly still one of the 
busiest designers in town, favored by A-listers. 

Which brings us to question Mr. Cordero's 
ability to connect to a younger audience. In- 
deed he’s of a rare breed of designers who's 
able to recreate a classic into something mod- 
егп. But how does his sensibility relate to а 
generation—even of the A-list—whose style 
icon isn’t Ms Hepburn, but Kate Moss? 

As he sent out daywear in the form of lacey 
tops paired with organza ribbon-rimmed 
skirts, and loose shirt-and-pants ensembles, 
followed by tailored suits styled with pillbox 

hats, we wondered how these clothes would 
sit with the psyche of a young woman 
weaned on the cyclical trends of Zara. Never 
mind that this same woman would likely 
end up donning a Cordero to her wedding, 
her mom having been a Cordero bride her- 
self. Is it prudent, even for a designer of his 
standing, to ignore the aspirations of this 
segment? 
(This town seems oddly ofthe mind-set that 
an older designer can only make clothes Юга 
woman of a certain age. Why, when the work 
ofa man like Karl Lagerfeld, who's 73, con- 
tinues to be desirable and relevant equally 
to a woman in her 20s as much as to her 
mother?) 
But Cordero isn't going anywhere any- 
$ time soon, and that should be enough to 
$ mollify us. It's a rare privilege to come 

j up close to the work of a so-called mas- 

ter, and we hope this doesn't remain 
the exclusive realm of his high-sociery 
market. There's an eager audience in 
this generation that could greatly ben- 
efitand learn from the body of work of 
a living and actively working master 
like this man. And another 13-year 
‘wait is a long time.

Andy Serkis: From Gollum, King Kong to Einstein 


LOS ANGELES—AS WE REPORT- — 
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Ruben V. 
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what Andy Serkis, also known 
for playing Gollum in “The Lord 
ofthe Rings,” is doing. 

Tes a tribute to the actor’s ge- 
nius that, after supplying the 
body movements and facial ex- 
pressions of King Kong, he is 
playing Albert Einstein in a new 
film, “Einstein and Eddington.” 

We interviewed him in Lon- 
don about his HBO movie 
“Longford,” where, unlike his 
good-evil conflicted Gollum in 
Peter Jackson's smash trilogy, 
he is evil-to-the-bone murderer 
and chillingly good at it. If you 
see this film showing on your 
HBO channel in the Philippines 
or wherever you are in the 
globe, do sit down and watch it. 

“Longford” is based on a true 
story about a Catholic convert, 
Frank Pakenham, the Earl of 
Longford (played by Jim Broad- 
bent, Oscar and Golden Globe 
Best Supporting Actor in 2001 
for"lris"), who fought for the re- 
lease of notorious British child 
murderer Myra Hindley 
(Samantha Morton, who wasin 
“Minority Report” and "In Amer- 
ica”). 

The film surprised us with its 
thought-provoking moments 
that subtly touch on the prin 
ples of our faith: humility, com- 


passion, forgiveness and re- 
demption. Andy plays Тап 
Brady, who was convicted in the 
7605 along with Myra, for the 
brutal rape and murder of sever- 
al children. Ian is still alive and 
serving his life sentence. 

Peter Morgan, who won а 
slew of awards for writing "The 
Queen," has done it again. There 
are quiet moments here, espe 
cially in the dialogue between 
Longford and Myra and between 
Longford and his wife, Elizabeth 
(Lindsay Duncan), that unex- 
pectedly made us reflect on our 
Catholic precepts. Jim (who just 
landed a role as a professor on 
"Indiana Jones 4"), Samantha, 
Lindsay ("Rome," also by НВО) 
and Andy, who delivers Peter's 
best lines, acting-wise, all give 
impeccable performances, 


Aroused 

On the eve of our separate in- 
terviews with the cast, we 
popped our DVD screener copy 
of “Longford” into our laptop to 
watch the film again, expecting 
to fall asleep at some point due 
to jet lag but Peter's lines, en- 
hanced by Tom Hooper's direc- 
tion, kept us up till the ending. 

Steven D. Greydanus, in his 
review for the National Catholic 
Register, echoed our sentiments: 
“Though thematically similar to 
"Dead Man Walking,’ ‘Longford’ 
grapples more directly and 
thoughtfully with religious 
themes, and doesn't glorify its 
eccentric, somewhat tragic pro- 
tagonist the way ‘Dead Man

‘There are hard questions about 
Longford's efforts on Hindley's 
behalf Did he need another 
cause after losing the leadership 
of the Lords?

No resemblance 

What strikes us about Andy 
every time we see him is his un- 
usually thick hair. The 43-year- 
old actor bears no resemblance 
at all to his computer-generated 
character, Gollum, of course. 
The London native's dark good 
looks come from his Armenian 
heritage. His father worked as a 
doctor in Baghdad when he was 
growing up. So Andy and his 
family split time between the 
Iraqi capital and London, where 
he attended a Catholic school for 
boys. He was a rising stage and 
ТУ actor in England when Peter 
Jackson offered him the role of a 
lifetime. 

In the press con held at the 
Covent Garden Hotel, we asked 
Andy to comment on Peters 
script. "Peter wrote three short 
scenes for my character, lan 
Brady, and yet you get a very 
strong sense of who that man 
is,” said the father of three kids 
He has been married since 2002. 
“Peter is a great wordsmith. The 
dialogue seemed to ring very 
true from what my understand-

though, that lan wrote to the 
media and said that Jim's por- 
trayal of Longford was absolute- 
ly accurate while my portrayal 
of him was deeply inaccurate 
(laughter).

and straightforward roles. To 
me, they're the same—it's just a 
different way of recording a per- 
formance. One is digital and the 
other is celluloid, but the heart, 
soul and creation of a character 
are identical. I approached lan 
Brady in the same way that I ap- 
proached Gollum or King Kong."
